How about a beautiful, easy-to- 
grow, almost pest-free indoor tree

|| of the rubber plant, the fig tree can 
||be grown just as easily as ficus 
elastica indoors. The differences in 
care are that figs need all the sun- 
light you can give them, lots of 
water, particularly when they're in 
the process of offering you their 
tantalizing taste treat, and yearly 
pruning to maximize the harvest. 

Everbearing fig trees are avail- 
|able from many mail-order nurse- 
ries. Upon the plant's arrival, you 
may feel a twinge of disappoint-

Your bank, patented and made by 
the Shepard Co. of Buffalo, N.Y., 
was also patented, according to 
the registration number, in Eng- 
land in 1888. In this bank, Judy 
receives the coin in a plate in her 
hand; a lever is pressed and Punch 
rushes forward brandishing a club; 
Judy turns and deposits the coin. 


Repousséed 
coffeepot 


Will you tell me something about the 
raised work on my coffeepot, made 
by Samuel Kirk & Son? How is it 
done? B.B.—New York, N.Y. 


This ancient art of raising patterns 
upon metal by hammering from 
the back while the "ground" re- 
mains relatively untouched is 
called “repoussé.” The pattern was 
traced on the metal. After the 
repoussé work was complete, it 
was finished on the front and 
chased up. The tools include ham- 
mers; punches for tracing, raising, 
grounding, chasing, and texturing 
the surface; and a special small 
anvil with an upturned point, 
called a “snarl,” used in the hollow 
of a vessel when a hammer and 
punch could not fully enter. 


Royal Copenhagen 
porcelain 


Can you tell me what the pretty blue 

design is on my covered dish and 

where the dish comes from? 
T.B.—Aberdeen, Wash. 


The three blue wavy lines have 
been the factory mark of Royal 
Copenhagen porcelain since 1775 
and symbolize the three waterways 
through Denmark. The design, 
painted in underglaze blue, adapt- 
ed from the Immortelle pattern of 
Meissen, was one of the first pat- 
terns at the Royal Copenhagen 
Manufactory. Its appeal continues 
to the present; in fact, the blue 
fluted dinner service may be called 
Denmark’s National Service.

Arabian Nights architecture 


in America 


A GREAT AMERICAN IDEA 


This country has a sprinkling of delightful Victorian fantasy buildings—ornamented 
with minarets, onion domes, and Persian motifs—some of which can be visited

George, the flamboyant Prince 
Regent of England, was presented 
with a batch of Chinese wallpaper 
in 1803. Typically, he decided to 
remodel his entire neo-Palladian 
seaside cottage to match. The in- 
terior was delightfully redone in 
chinoiserie by Frederick Crace and 
Sons, and eventually, in 1815, the 
outside was transformed into a 
fairy castle of onion domes, horse- 
shoe arches, and minarets by 
Royal Architect John Nash. 

Nash's Royal Pavilion had noth- 
ing to do with chinoiserie, how- 
ever, for by the time he got around 
to it, George had changed his 
mind. Now it was meant to be 
"Islamic," a heady mixture of 
Turkish, Persian, and Indian mo- 
tifs. Of course, since neither Nash 
nor George knew much at all about 
real Islamic buildings, the Pavilion 
came out somewhere between an 
oversize garden gazebo and a 19th- 
century schoolboy's idea of some- 
thing “exotic.” 

No matter. The Pavilion started 
a world-wide fad for pseudo-Is- 
lamic buildings. And despite its 
flimsy lath-and-plaster construc- 
tion, it’s complete and perfect to- 
day, Chinese interiors included. If 
you're in Brighton, be sure to allow 
at least a day to wander through 
George's magnificent folly . . . the 
quintessential example of what the 
flippant Regency was all about. 

Allow time, too, to walk across 
the grounds to the Royal Stables. 


Actually a mammoth enclosed rid- 
ing ring, this glass-domed city 
block was designed by William 
Porden. Like the Pavilion, it's got 
minarets, cusped arches, and onion 
domes, but the interior is covered 
with breathtaking Persian tiles. 
Today this lavish amusement cen- 
ter houses a summer theatre, a 
library, art museum, and dozens of 
shops. 

The Pavilion is well known. 
What’s less known is that there are 
dozens of later Islamic Revival 
buildings in America, inspired by 
the royal original. Not as popular 
as the Victorian Gothic, Greek, or 
Italianate, the Islamic Style was 
nonetheless used for everything 
from country homes to park pa- 
vilions in this country. Leisure- 
time architecture, mostly, meant 
to be frivolous and fun. And per- 
fect for a vacation visit. 

Of necessity, American archi- 
tects depended on British builders' 
guides and architectural hand- 
books for their Islamic inspiration. 
The reason was simple. Even in 
the late 19th century, traveling in 
Persia or India required a heavily 
armed expedition. Few Americans, 
tourists or architects, got much 
beyond Jerusalem in the Holy 
Land or the Taj Mahal in India. 
Of course, the authors of most 
British builders’ guides had never 
been any further east than Brigh- 
ton themselves. So while Victorian 
Gothic builders’ guides are filled 
with sober, carefully measured 
blueprints of real Gothic monu- 
ments, Islamic builders’ guides are 
filled with delightful, romantic, 
totally preposterous wash draw-

ings of improbable castles sur- 
mounted by bulbous onion domes 
and minarets, peppered with 
horseshoe arches, and crisscrossed 
with elaborate geometric stencils 
unabashedly derived from Nash’s 
Royal Pavilion. 

The first big Islamic country 
house in America, for example, 
was a free-wheeling, very loose 
interpretation of the Royal Pa- 
vilion, patterned after drawings in 
a British handbook. Designed by 
Leopold Eidlitz in 1846, Iranistan 
was built near the New Haven 
Railroad tracks outside Bridge- 
port, Conn., for that master of 
exotic hyperbole, P. T. Barnum.

It was really a live-in billboard for 
Barnum's outlandish Manhattan 
museum of oddities, and after it 
burned mysteriously in 1858, even 
the exact location of the property 
—somewhere under Bridgeport's 
urban sprawl—was forgotten. 

Two similar Islamic country 
houses still survive, however, and 
both are open to the public. On 
Lower Woodville Road, just off 
the Natchez, Miss., bypass, you'll 
find Longwood Plantation. Long- 
wood was begun in 1860, but the 
Civil War stopped work the fol- 
lowing year. The partially com- 
pleted house, now a National His- 
toric Landmark, was opened to 
the public just a decade ago. 

Longwood was designed by 
Samuel Sloan of Philadelphia, one 
of the first A.LA. professional 
architects in America, and a 
monthly contributor to Godey's 
Lady's Book. One of his designs 
for Godey's was an extremely curi- 
ous, octagonal house based on the 
widely publicized polygonal theor- 
ies of amateur architect Squire 
Orson Fowler. To Fowler's octa- 
gonal plan, Sloan added his own 
fanciful Islamic decoration. 

At Longwood, Sloan added an 
additional floor and enlarged the 
rooms, many of which are pie- 
shaped. Though unfinished, what 
was done at Longwood was done 
extravagantly; 2-foot-thick  pat- 
terned brick walls, elaborate hard- 
wood inlays, delicate decorative 
traceries. In all, it is one of the 
most unusual homes in America, 
and one of the very few of Fowl- 
er's crazy octagons left. 

Much more sober and complete 


Olana, on the Hudson River, has fine Islamicized interiors with deco- 


than Longwood is Olana, the stu- 
dio/ home of Hudson River School 
painter Frederic E. Church. Now 
a National Historic Site, Olana 
(2% hours from New York City 
on Route 9-G, just south of Hud- 
son) is an astounding treasure 
trove of Victoriana. The house 
stayed in the Church family until 
given to the government a decade 
ago, with the delightful result that 
not only have Church's home and 
furnishings been preserved, but the 
Persian costumes he used as props, 
his own wardrobe, and even all his 
canceled checks are there. Thou- 
sands of his drawings survive, in- 
cluding hundreds of Olana itself. 

Thanks to these drawings, we 
know more about the artistic 
growth of Olana than almost any 
other building in America. The 
first plan for Olana was drawn by 
Beaux Arts Society architect Rich- 
ard Morris Hunt in 1867. But in 
1868, Church traveled to the Mid- 
dle East for the first time, going as 
far as Constantinople. When he 
returned, he commissioned Cal- 
vert Vaux—architect of Central 
Park and Olmstead's associate—to 
draw up a new, Islamicized version 
of Hunt's plan. Vaux and Church 
worked together on Olana during 
1870. The core of the house was 
finished in 1872, with a studio ad- 
dition in 1888. A massive block, 
it’s architecturally distinguished 
only by a rainbow of multihued, 
Persian-patterned brick in red, 
blue, and yellow. 

Mrs. Church’s cousin, Lock- 
wood DeForest—who later started 
the influential interior design firm 
of Associated Artists with Candace 
Wheeler, Sam Coleman, and Louis 
Tiffany—personally carved the

decorative woodwork on the main 
level. DeForest’s painstaking in- 
teriors for Olana are one of the 
great triumphs of Victorian dec- 
oration, a cornucopia of carefully 
executed ideas that are simply 
overwhelming. 

And the grounds. Olana sits on 
nearly 400 acres overlooking the 
Hudson River. Nearly every inch 
was landscaped under Church’s 
personal direction. There’s a pic- 
turesque artificial lake that con- 
trasts with the breathtaking river 
view, a winding drive from which 
the house is tantalizingly glimpsed 
through trees, a small formal gar- 
den of surpassing delicacy, and 
broad rolling lawns. 

Indeed, nearly everything about 
Olana shows rare painterly sensi- 
tivity. The northern windows are 
amber, for example, to warm the 
cold light. And every object in the 
interior fits as into a stage set. Art 
historian David Huntington called 
Olana “a never-ending Church,” 
and truly, it’s more like a painting 
in three dimensions than a home. 
Frederic Church himself modestly 
called Olana “the Center of the 
Universe.” And after a day there, 
you do start agreeing with him. 

Church’s cousin Lockwood 
DeForest and his Associated Ar- 
tists also redecorated most of the 
Mark Twain Home in Hartford, 
Conn. in 1881, and happily 
enough, this house, too, has sur- 
vived and is open to the public (off 
Interstate 84, on Farmington Ave- 
nue in Hartford). Part of a ritzy 
late-Victorian subdivision—Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe's home is next 
door and also open to the public— 
Samuel Clemens's rambling Stick 
Style mansion was designed in 
1874 by ecclesiastical architect 
E. T. Potter. There's lots of poly- 
chrome decoration and outlandish 
carving similar to that of Olana, 
but none of the patterns are par- 
ticularly Islamic. 

Associated Artists, however, 
gave the Twain house mosque 
lamps in the hallway, ceilings criss- 
crossed like medjeval Persian 
mosque doors, and exquisite silver- 
metallic wall stencils on pastel 
backgrounds that might have come 
right from Isfahan. The remark- 
able Twain house happily pre- 
serves a complete, professionally 
decorated interior in the Islamic 
Style, one in which cost was no 
object and a team of brilliant dec- 


orators were given free rein. It's 
fascinating Victorian decoration. 

While youre in Hartford, 
there's another landmark to drive 
by. This is a gigantic sky-blue on- 
ion dome on Doric columns that 
caps the Colt Arms Factory. You 
get a perfect bird's-eye view of it 
from elevated Interstate 91.

Lockwood DeForest worked in 
Manhattan as well as Hartford 
and Hudson. And at 7-9 East 10th 
Street, one of the most curious 
relics of Associated Artists sur- 
vives. In order to supply Islamic 
Style ornaments for wealthy 
clients, DeForest went to India 
and found artisans who would 
carve to order. Then he prepared a 
catalogue by photographing porch- 
es, decorative screens, etc., in New 
Delhi. His American clients could 
order duplicates, as well as custom 
designs. 

On East 10th Street, there's a 
marvelous enclosed Indian porch 
on the second floor that's a perfect 
match for a porch in DeForest's 
New Delhi catalogue. All the win- 
dows and doors are rimmed with 
carved wood decoration. Another 
of these Indian porches used to be 
in the East 60s, and another at 
Madison and 75th. But only the 
one in the Village remains. Curi- 
ously enough, Lockwood DeFor- 
ests priceless monument is not 
protected by Landmark status. 

Also in New York City, notice 
the top of the twelve-story Union 
Building at 33 Union Square West.

LOS ANGELES 


Enjoying Culture Shock in a 
few glorious days 


By Nancy Richardson 


For many visitors, L.A. is a star- 
tling experience. The city has no 
center in spite of having a down- 
town. Most of the 460-square-mile 
stretch of basin is paved over for 
king-car, and nowhere does the eye 
rest peacefully on architecture that 
obeys the rules. Forget all that. Los 
Angeles offers a visitor one of the 
unique thrills of travel, the oppor- 
tunity to experience a way of life 
and beauty joyously different from 
European and eastern American 
ideas. A sense of the ridiculous, a 
love of the fantastic and the child- 
like will help you see the city's 
uniqueness. An ease with paradox 
and irony will light up even the 
most baffling strips of Pop archi- 
tecture. 

Try to imagine that what one 
could consider a drawback just 
might be an asset in disguise. Why, 
for example, should L.A. have to 
center around its downtown? Is it 
so awful that a car culture makes it 
possible to visit friends 30 miles 
away at the drop of a hat? Why 
should a house have to sit on acres 
of land surrounded by lawn and 
park? Why not fit swimming pool 
and tennis court onto a quarter- 
acre chock full of the most fra- 
grant citrus trees, live oak, or euca- 
lyptus with grass-space bricked out 
or appropriated by no-maintenance 
"ground cover"? Isn't it odd to 
think that without water this basin 
would be a desert, but with water 
almost anything can and does grow 
here? 

From Pasadena to Santa Monica 
countless little communities stretch 
from mountains to the beach. 
Some were winter resorts built in 
the twenties. Some are the sun- 
shine settlements of lower-income 
migrants from the Plains States 
come here in droves to live easier 
lives. Other settlements were the 
residential enclaves of the movie 
business. Beverly Hills, for in- 
stance, was started by a Los An- 
geles oilman, Burton Green. He 
bought what is now Beverly Hills, 
which was a big Spanish rancho, 


thinking he'd drill oil on it. After 
getting three dry wells, he decided 
to subdivide it and brought in a 
French landscape architect, who 
designed the city with wide, tree- 
lined streets. Later it gained popu- 
larity with some movie bigs who 
felt Hollywood was getting junky. 

The late fifties and the sixties 
saw the building of the cultural in- 
stitutions that distinguish a city 
from a resort. One of the most en- 
gaging stories to follow is how all 
that building and growing has 
come to pass. The issues churn: 


is to follow the impact of various 
benefactors on these public institu- 
tions. Some are the conglomera- 
teurs of the sixties, who in rough, 
often existentialist, cowboy-fash- 
ion left their mark, finally not so 
different from what happened in 
the East after 1850. 

Another theme that runs 
throughout is the effect of the mov- 
ies on local life. Many visitors are 
haunted by a feeling that they've 
seen all this for the first time at the 
movies in the fifties and more re- 
cently on the Late Show. They're

how politics affect the choice of 
sites, the raising of money, the de- 
bates over architecture, the rivalry 
among the communities for the 
credit and the power. The story’s 
only half told and what’s happened 
isn’t all marvelous. But for a city 
so young, so western, and for such 
a long time so asleep in the sun, the 
sheer raw vitality of these efforts 
and their resulting achievements is 
staggering. What is also amazing 


right. It’s all out of the movies. 
And the movies find constant in- 
spiration from L.A. life. 

Second to the double takes is the 
impression that the mile-on-end 
stretches of commercial strip were 
all put up in imitation of Claes 
Oldenberg. Some of Oldenberg’s 
funniest and most whimsical Pop 
objects simply pale beside L.A.'s 
for-real, lowbrow, high-Pop archi- 
tecture. What remarkable creativ- 
ity produced a way of life—not 
just art—that happily embraces 
restaurants in the shape of bowler 
hats, doughnuts, and hamburgers 
two stories high and in glorious 
3-D to advertise the tiny utilitarian 
restaurant boxes beneath! “Over- 
size" is one of the chief character- 
istics of Pop Art and a look at the 
billboards along Sunset Strip 
makes you think Pop was invented 
there. 

To tour this newest form of city 
with most of its monuments and in- 
stitutions still in process, I first got 
a good road map and rented a com- 
fortable car. Then two books

helped set my thinking. Power 
Shift by Kirkpatrick Sale refines 
the old story of the poles of power 
formed by the Yankee of the east- 
ern establishment and the cowboy 
of the southern and western states. 
What he says about Los Angeles 
gives an idea of how much action 
is coming out of this new city, 
which will never ever be—or want 
to be—like the cities that grew up 
in the East. The second book is 
written by Reyner Banham, an 
English architect, who by all rights 
should deplore L.A. as the end of 
civilized life, but has instead turned 
his powers of perception to ex- 
plaining and loving it. Los Angeles, 
the Architecture of Four Ecologies 
is available in paperback and has 
a picture of a painting by the En- 
glish painter David Hockney on 
the cover. Splash shows part of a 
motel, a palm, and the motel swim- 
ming pool where all that’s left of a 
diver is the splash as he’s gone into 
the pool.

tecture—the choicest hamburger 
stands, the best billboards, as well 
as various Frank Lloyd Wright 
houses and other seriously consid- 
ered work by a group of California 
architects that include Richard 
Neutra, Charles Eames, R. M.

Gruen. He treats Disneyland as the 
original wonderful example of fan- 
tasy architecture. 

In addition to a good street map 
of Los Angeles, there's an illus- 
trated picture map (in the style of 
Milton Glazer) that is good refer- 
ence for various landmarks. Bever- 
ly Hills Stationers, 422 North Bev- 
erly Drive in Beverly Hills, carries 
the poster map and Hunter's Book- 
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shop on Rodeo carries both Power 
Shift and the Reyner Banham pa- 
perback. 


Day One 


The Pasadena Museum now has a 
sign on it saying the Norton Simon 
Museum of Art—straightforward 
evidence that a community-sup- 
ported museum, known for re- 
markable shows of contemporary 
art during the sixties, fell on hard 
times like many an undercapital- 
ized but brilliant small business. 
Finally it looked to a big conglom- 
erate to bail it out. Norton Simon, 
a takeover genius in business, ac- 
quired the ailing Pasadena Muse- 


um as a conglomerate acquires a 
subsidiary. Though many people 
bemoan the demise of the museum 
as a focus for contemporary art in 
the West, the public is still in for a 
considerable treat when it goes 
there. If you can get hold of a John 
Coplans article written for Artfor- 
um, February 775, you'll be able to 
judge for yourself the points that 
have stirred the whole L.A. art 
community. The architecture of 
the newish museum building, an 
H-shape with circular galleries at 
the end of each arm, is something 
about which people argue endless- 
ly, as is the nonexhibition of con- 
temporary art. An important pre- 
Simon legacy, a collection that be- 
longed to Galka Scheyer, is still in 
place. A German child psycholo- 
gist, Scheyer, befriended and rep- 
resented four German artists— 
Feininger, Klee, Jawlensky, and 
Kandinsky, and called them the 
Blue Four. Apart from some of the 
most important paintings done by 
this group, there are letters written 
by Feininger to Galka Scheyer, 
which he illustrates with some of 
the most charming watercolor 
drawings I’ve ever seen. Then 
comes the well-known and now 
beautifully installed Simon collec- 
tion. One can see the entire mu- 
seum, if superficially, in an hour.

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Close by on Colorado Boulevard 
are two places to have lunch. 

The first one you come to is Er- 
nie’s, a no-frills Mexican place 
where cactus murals, indoor arch- 
es, and old-fashioned drugstore 
booths set me up for their version 
of a tostada. I ordered tostadas, as 
light as certain salads, all over Los 
Angeles, because they are both hot- 
spicy and hot-warm (in places). 
Tostadas are tortillas mounded 
with a choice of hot ground beef or 
beans, guacamole, shredded let- 
tuce, diced cheese, olives, and a 
"salad dressing" of Mexican hot 
sauce. Just a few doors down the 
street is a large Mexican tiled res- 
taurant, Emiliano's, which occu- 
pies. an old grocery company. Its 
food is free-style Mexican, and one 
of the freest and most delicious 
adaptations is its seafood tostada. 
Seafood is substituted for the con- 
ventional beef, chicken, or beans. 
After that, flan is the perfect slip- 
down bland dessert. 

At the other end of Pasadena in 
San Marino, is California's answer 
to the Frick Museum in New 
York. Of the period and look of 
the Frick, the Henry Edwards 
Huntington Library and Art Gal- 
lery has the added advantage of 
being set on 200 acres surrounded 
by remarkable gardens. Hunting- 
ton was a businessman born in the 
East in 1850. Part of his family had 
already done well in hardware and 
railroads all over the country, in- 
cluding California. Looking after 
the California interests for most of 
his life, he began to collect in 
his last twenty years. Like Norton 
Simon, he bought some very fa- 
mous paintings in Europe, paid fa- 
mous prices for them, and brought 
them home to California. Two of 
these paintings are in his collection 
of English portraits. 

Pinkie by Sir Thomas Lawrence 
is a straightforward portrait com- 
mission Lawrence did of an En- 
glish child whose grandmother 
lived in Jamaica and wanted a pic- 
ture of her. Gainsborough's Blue 
Boy was apparently painted for his 
own purposes, perhaps in illustra- 
tion of a point he wished to make 
to his contemporary Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, who is supposed to have 
said that it was not possible to do a 
good painting using blue as a cen- 
tral color. Apparently Gainsbor- 
ough was a great admirer of Van 
Dyke and the blue costume was a 
Van Dyke costume Gainsborough 
kept in his studio. The boy was the 
son of a friend. The same costume 
appears in other portraits where 
sitters wished to appear in fancy 
dress. 

Another impressive building is 
the windowless palace that houses 
Huntington's book collection. Its 
best known manuscript is the Elles- 


mere Chaucer, the most elaborate- 
ly illustrated of the manuscripts of 
the Canterbury Tales. 

Fifteen minutes from the Hunt- 
ington, a short drive by California 
standards, is Chinatown, one of 
L.A.’s few old-fashioned, family- 
oriented communities. It is also in 
the shadow of the steel and glass 
business towers of downtown and 
within blocks of the Music Center. 

Part of Chinatown exists to take 
care of its own Chinese population. 
Other sections exist for visitors, and 
as such make a rewarding "tourist 
attraction." If you saw Chinatown 
with Jack Nicholson and John 
Huston you probably got a feel- 
ing for its vitality and mystery. The 
shops are funky, junky, and 
charming, and full of marvelous 
food-finds and house-finds. In the 
novelty stores, there's maybe only 
one good item, a black cotton man-

darin jacket, perhaps, or thick- 
soled flat thong sandals. Packages 
of dried things stagger the imagi- 
nation: cuttlefish, cod, lilies, cab- 
bage, Chinese style sausage, sharks 
fin that looks like a sponge. It's the 
Chinese answer to freezing. All 
these ingredients need is a little hot 
water to simmer in and they come 
alive. The seemingly endless as- 
sortment of noodles reminded me 
that the Italians have no monopoly 
on pasta. 

Parking is easy at the Music 
Center no matter how close to cur- 
tain time you arrive. But go in 
plenty of time so you can explore 
L.A.’s Lincoln Center. The idea of 
send-in-your-money and name- 
your-building worked here rather 
successfully since the three build- 
ings are geared to the needs of the 
various performing arts. The three 
theatres share a common plaza 
that’s filled with fountains and 
pools. It’s a high place, always 
breezy, with a wonderful view of 
the city. It’s exciting to be there 
whatever you think of the archi- 
tecture. The principal building is

This is where Zubin Mehta con- 
ducts the L.A. Philharmonic Or- 
chestra in the winter. Everywhere 
—on a marble slab in the plaza, on 
walls indoors and out, on the backs 
of seats, and in the special circle 
created for them—the Music Cen- 
ter recognizes its founders and 
benefactors. The Mark Taper For- 
um is a smaller hall, round and 
bordered by a pool. It gets chamber 
music and repertory theatre. Be- 
hind it, the Ahmanson Theatre has 
special films and dramatic produc- 
tions on a smaller scale. 


Day Two 


The Los Angeles County Museum, 
LACMA—the MOMA and the 
Met of Los Angeles—sits on Wil- 
shire Boulevard midway between 
downtown and Beverly Hills. If 
you've driven along Wilshire to get 
there, you realize that though L.A. 
has a downtown of skyscrapers, the 
real downtown of the place lines 
this famous street and goes for 
about 16 miles. With the Music 
Center fresh in my mind, I was 
very curious to see how this 3-pa- 
vilions-on-one-base complex would 
work. The politics and the financ- 
ing of the museum are plain in its 
layout: three separate pavilions 
each one with star billing. Ahman- 
son Pavilion houses the museum's 
large permanent collections. Of the 
permanent collections, many peo- 
ple consider the school of Paris and 
the Oriental and Islamic strongest. 
The contemporary collection is 
Pop-heavy, which is the permanent 
atmosphere of Southern Califor- 
nia. The Hammer Gallery houses 
contemporary art on its third floor 
and on the other two has the tem- 
porary exhibitions that keep peo- 
ple coming back to see what's new. 

The Farmers Market on the 
corner of Fairfax and Third, just 
back of LACMA, is part a produce 
mart and part a Disneyland of 
serve-yourself restaurant stands. 
The whole market is a mixture of 
sun and shade. It's not roofed over, 
but the various stands have gener- 
ous overhangs. Walk around for a 
while first to stake out the extent of 
your temptations. Funny 20-year- 
old metal garden tables and chairs 
or long boardinghouse tables pro- 
vide an informal lighting place 
when your tray's laden with lunch. 
Choose from a Texas barbecue 
beef sandwich, a perfect bowl of 
Texas chili, seafood salads, Chi- 
nese dishes, Mexican enchiladas, 
tacos, tostadas, fresh juices, pine- 
apple slices, cheese blinis, home- 
made candies (mercilessly repre- 
sented by varieties of fudge, pra- 
lines, and the lowest and most de- 
licious of all: rocky road by the 
yard). Stay away, if you can. An- 
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other pitfall: strawberry shortcake 
made with fresh strawberries and 
soft ice cream. Lunch will not be 
inexpensive, since having a little of 
everything is the fun of it. Drunk 
on food, I left the shank of the day 
for seeing galleries, an art publish- 
er, and the new Pacific Design 
Center, all close by. 

Though the inspiration for so 
many contemporary artists comes 
from the look of L.A. and many 
artists live and visit here, L.A. is 
not really a city where people come 
to buy art. As a result, a handful of 
galleries dealing in contemporary 
art and as many dealing in other 
periods hold forth in a very in- 
formal way. There is no equivalent 
for Saturday at the galleries in New 
York. The sun shines too often and 
no art seems to compete with that. 
Margo Leavin has a gallery at 812 
North Robertson where there is a 
monthly show by Californian and 
other artists. The James Corcoran 
and Nicholas Wilder galleries on 
Santa Monica are run very infor- 
mally, without the pressure of a 
monthly show. 

A one-of-a-kind art stop of a 
slightly different sort, Gemini is

an art publisher at 8365 Melrose. 
Here every year new editions of 
silkscreens, woodcuts, lithographs, 
and more emerge by contemporary 
artists from all over the world who 
come to work for a week or two 
with Gemini’s master printers. 
When you walk in the door, there's 
a small exhibition space that shows 
the most recent series Gemini has 
produced. There are also sliding 
wall panels showing what's still 
available of past series. The fun to 
be had, however, is to ask to see 
slides of the work of an artist who 
interests you. Impresario and one 
of the two Gemini partners, Sidney 
Felsen, will lovingly talk of art 
and what's happening to Los Ange- 
les while showing slides—with 
time out for shepherding Mark di 
Suvero where he wants to go or 
making sure David Hockney has 
enough stones to draw on, or that 
Ed Ruscha's new series of what he 
calls "cheese trails" are proofed 
properly. It is all the activity in the 
large sunny studios behind the gal- 
lery that spills over to the front and 
makes one feel close to art-in-prog- 
ress. Open daily 9:30 to 5:00, 
Saturday until noon.

innate form of adaptive behavior, 
emerging early, perhaps right after 
birth, when an infant shovels 
blankets around to make the crib a 
more comfortable home.

he gave up design work to set up 
early-learning architectural pro- 
grams for preschoolers. His meth- 
ods are now in use in day-care cen- 
ters in New Jersey and Maryland, 
and have been incorporated into 
the undergraduate curriculum at 
the New Jersey School of Archi- 
tecture, where he teaches. His ma- 
jor purpose is to help city children 
relate to the built environment. 
"We've got to take the mystique 
out of architecture," he says. *Only 
when more people know more 
about building will our cities be

improved. This means bringing 
architecture right into kindergarten 
routines." 

Don Wall’s teaching vehicle is 
astonishingly — simple—a large 
wooden platform punched with 
holes, rather like a giant-sized crib- 
bage board. There are poles for 
children to fit into the holes, card- 
board boxes of varying sizes—light 
enough to lift, strong enough to sit 
or stand upon—and fabric sheet- 
ing to fix onto the poles with plas- 
tic rings. With this equipment, a 
variety of shelters can be con- 
structed, and experiments devel- 
oped. Teachers who have used this 
method observe how a city child's 
ability to think about space and 
color remain seriously underdevel- 
oped in the normal course of pre- 
school activity, but also how quick- 
ly this ability can be vitalized and 
educated through organized visual 
and physical exercises. “First at- 
tempts to build are like scribbles,” 
observes Wall, “yet in only six 
weeks 4-year-olds build incredibly 
complex color-coded environ- 
ments and classrooms to sit in.” 

Constructing lets a child exer- 
cise all the senses—feeling tex-

tures, visualizing how things inter- 
lock, watching the play of light 
and shadow within an enclosed 
space. All this stimulates the brain. 
It is only in such a multisensory 
situation, declares Swiss educator 
Jean Piaget, that the intellect 
grows, that the mind is able to 
grasp disciplines of thought, and 
proceed to higher levels of under- 
standing. Limited tactile experi- 
ience, Piaget and Maria Montes- 
sori discovered, leads to lagging 
social, emotional, and intellectual 
growth. One obvious result of sen- 
sory restriction and the lack of out- 
let for building is the graffiti and 
vandalism in urban areas across 
the country now. The biological 
urge to interact with the environ- 
ment is being expressed, but chan- 
neled into negative action. How 
easy it would be to turn this high- 
voltage energy around and use it 
positively—if more building pro- 
grams were incorporated in our 
schools. 

“I feel a lot of our problems in 
the city result from people being at 
a very rudimentary level of envi- 
ronmental understanding. Our fix- 
ation for bolts and locks may in- 
deed go beyond physical security. 
When you bolt the door you aban- 
don what’s outside the door, and 
you secure what's inside, which is 
all you can control," Wall rea- 
sons. How does such anxiety about 
his surroundings affect a child? We 
know that although children pos- 
sess a natural inquisitiveness, 
youngsters who are told repeatedly 
to keep quiet and not bother any- 
one with all those "silly" questions, 
eventually stop asking questions of 
any kind, and become “‘intellec- 
tually burned" despite the fact that 
they may be potentially bright. To 
Wall’s way of thinking: there is the 
"environmentally burned" child 
too, who develops fear of his sur- 
roundings and retreats into his own 
little room—remembering not to 
touch, move, or paint anything— 
with television as the major link 
with the outside world. “It’s the 
only scene he knows how to con- 
trol. How many city children know 
how a door works, how a wall cre- 
ates privacy, what a tunnel is? The

only way children are ever going to 
understand these matters,” says 
Wall, “is if they are given the in- 
struction, the encouragement, the 
opportunity, and the materials to 
go ahead and create them.” 
Building in a classroom situation 
not only offers insights into the en- 
vironment, but also provides a 
multitude of mental and social ex- 
periences. Children develop mem- 
ory, Orientation in space, color 
relationships, a sense of shelter, 
adaptability, flexibility. They also 
absorb a lot about group behavior, 
the politics of sharing, and team 
effort. Don Wall has often ob- 
served children arguing about 
whether sheets in his system are 
“walls,” doors,” “roofs,” or just 
plain “sheets” for the “beds.” 
“They learn that this piece of fab- 
ric is universal, that it has many 
definitions. What a wonderful 
thing for a child of four to under- 
stand. From there he can begin to 
ask all kinds of questions. Should

and the next owner may not want 
them. But certain features, such 
as air conditioning and automatic 
transmission, most people do 
want. Even if you don’t care about 
them, they add to future resale 
value. 

6. Resale value: Try to select a 
car that has a good resale value. As 
resale is based on supply and de- 
mand, there’s no definite way to 
determine this. First, try to project 
the value 2 years ahead. Turn to 
the classified section again and see 
what a 2-year-old automobile of 
the make you are interested in is 
selling for today. And try to find 
out which makes are selling well 
today new in the retail market. 
You can be reasonably sure they'll 
still be doing well in 2 years. 


Seasonal notes 


When to buy an automobile is im- 
portant too. There are bargains to 
be had just before the new models 
come out, when leftovers and floor 
models are sold at substantial re- 
ductions. If you are planning to 


keep your car 3 or 4 years (as in 
the case of an expensive model), 
buying at this time makes sense. 
On the other hand, if you buy a 
sale car and turn it in at the end 
of two years, you must take a 3- 
year depreciation for only 2 years 
of driving. The longer you drive a 
car, the better, as the greatest de- 
preciation is in the early years of 
a car’s life. Some feel it is wise to 
let a new model (one that reflects 
major design changes) “settle 
down” a bit before buying. Let the 
other drivers see if there are any 
bugs in it. A good time to buy a 
car is about halfway through the 
model’s first year. 


: The low-lead law 


All 1976 and 1977 automobiles 
must have low-lead gasoline to 
keep their catalytic converters (for 
emission control) operating clean- 
ly. Using any other kind of gaso- 
line fouls the system and is illegal. 
Low-lead gas pumps have small 
nozzles to fit correspondingly 
smaller tank openings in the '76- 
"T7 cars. It is virtually impossible 
to fill the tank with a larger pump. 
Low-lead cars are clearly marked 


“low-lead gasoline only" on the 
dashboard or gas-tank flap. 


Why diesel? 


Several automobile companies 
have indicated their interest in 
manufacturing diesel-fueled cars 
within the next few years, but 
Mercedes-Benz has been making 
them for 40 years. Originally de- 
signed for long-distance driving, 
the 4-cylinder model (which has 
sold over 1,500,000) has given the 
company great diesel-engineering 
experience. Its new 5-cylinder 
model will give 28 to 29 miles to 
the gallon on the road, and 21 in 
town. Diesel fuel is about 10 per- 
cent less a gallon; but the principal 
advantage is getting a luxury auto- 
mobile with high mileage per gal- 
lon and an engine that is far sim- 
pler and easier to maintain than 
the average gasoline-powered en- 
gine. It has no fussy ignition sys- 
tems, no spark plugs, condensers, 
carburetors, or distributors. The 
part that isn't there never has to be 
replaced, and this engine never 
requires tuning. Diesel fuel is 
clean-burning, and is consumed so 
efficiently the car doesn't need an 


emission-control system. The only 
drawback is lower horsepower, 
though it has been stepped up in 
the new 5-cylinder 300D. Diesel 
fuel is readily available all over 
the country. 


Just in case 


Every car should carry emergency 
equipment. It’s important to have 
a first-aid kit, two fire extinguish- 
ers, jumper cables to revive a sick 
battery, a tire inflater, flashlight, 
and emergency flares or reflectors. 
Add a few basic tools—a plain and 
a Phillips screwdriver, wrench, 
and a good pair of pliers. Some 
clean cloths are helpful when the 
distributor head or any of the con- 
nections get wet. A good jack that 
is right for your car and a length 
of stout rope or chain for an emer- 
gency tow are also essential. A lug 
wrench, which helps remove the 
wheel from the hub and the tire 
from the wheel, is useful too. In 
winter, add an ice-scraper, a shoy- 
el, and a sack of sand in the rear 
compartment over the back 
wheels. The weight will help your 
traction and if you run into ice, 
you have the sand to throw on it. W

WINDOW DRESSING—-HOW TO REGLAZE 


By Deanne Raffel 


The baseball fan in your house just 
sent a ball flying through a win- 
dow. Don’t get upset; you can re- 
place the glass if you follow these 
instructions. 

Protect your body from sharp 
fragments—cover eyes with gog- 
gles or glasses, arms with long 
sleeves, and hands with gloves. 
Place newspaper over the window 
sill. Carefully pull out the glass re- 
maining in the sash. Glazing com- 
pound that covered the perimeter 
of the pane also must be extracted. 
Use an old chisel or screwdriver to 
help loosen and chip away the 
rock-like putty. Heat applied with 
the soldering tip of a torch or an 
ordinary soldering iron will soften 
the putty and facilitate removal. 
Take care not to damage the 
frame. Glazier’s points, small tri- 
angles of metal that hold the pane 
in place, will be exposed when the 
compound is scraped off. Pry the 
points out and lay them aside to 
be used again. If any are lost, new 
ones can be purchased at a hard- 
ware store, along with the glazing 
compound. 

If the glass is cracked and not 
in jagged pieces, first remove the 
putty and then the glass. Now 
brush out debris left in the sash 
groove—it must be completely 
clean for new compound to adhere 
properly. Coat the area with lin- 
seed oil or an oil-base paint. 

Take the measurement of the 
window opening. Give these di- 
mensions to a glazier, who will cut 
a pane about % inch less (in both 
directions) than the opening size. 
(Hardware stores and lumberyards 
also carry glass.) 

Run a small bead of putty over 
the length of the sash groove. (This 
string of compound is necessary 
for all wood and metal glazing

lips.) Press the glass firmly against 
the compound. Reposition the gla- 
ziers points; carefully use the 
blade of the putty knife to drive 
them in parallel with the pane— 
not on an angle. Sink about half 
of their height into the sash. A 
hammer may be required to coax 
the knife handle if the wood in the 
frame is too hard. 

Roll a glob of the compound in- 
to a snake, press it tightly against 
the pane and onto the sash. Draw 
the putty knife across the com- 
pound to cut away excess and give 
a clean surface. (Look at another 
window to see the correct angle 
for trimming the putty—about 45 
degrees.) This will take repeated 
attempts—dipping the blade into 
linseed oil or water will help pre- 
vent it from sticking to the com- 
pound. Let the putty dry for sev- 
eral days and then give it two coats 
of exterior paint. 

Metal sashes are handled in the 
same manner as above, with one 
exception. A different type of gla- 
ziers point, a spring clip, is in- 
serted at specific locations. 

Some aluminum windows use 
an extruding plastic strip that 
snaps into position and takes the 
place of both the points and heavy 
compound. 

Wooden doors with windows 
have what is called a glass bead, 
four pieces of molding mitered at 
the corners, that also replaces the 
heavy roll of putty. Pry off the 
bead, one piece at a time, proceed 
as above, and then reset the bead 
with small brads. When you buy 
your replacement glass, remember 
that most states now require plas- 
tic or safety glass for use in doors. 

Professional reglazing is costly 
—a prudent house-fixer can do it 
him- or herself. 


A safeguard against blackouts or 
electric power shortages, a new 
small emergency system is for 
home use. It includes a generator 
producing 4000 watts of AC cur- 
rent and a transfer panel to route 
the electrical load to the generator 
or power line. The generator will 
operate lighting, kitchen and 
laundry appliances, freezer, fur- 
nace, water and sump pumps, ra- 
dio, and TV, if the 4000-watt ca- 
pacity is not exceeded. This stand- 
by electric generating system is 
available for gasoline or natural 
gas fuel; 5 gallons of gasoline will

Saving money on 
your mortgage 


Plus tips on education costs 
and establishing your legal domicile 


By Paul Gross 


Almost all of us realize that our 
home is one of the biggest invest- 
ments we'll ever make, yet few of 
us invest in it wisely. Take your 
mortgage, which is probably the 
biggest expense of owning a house. 
How many of us shop around for 
a mortgage, or, for that matter, 
realize how costly a mortgage real- 
ly is? A $50,000 mortgage at 81⁄2 
percent over 25 years will wind 
up costing $70,786 in interest! And 
the same mortgage at 9 percent in- 
terest will cost you some $5,344 
more. About the price of a medi- 
um-sized car. 

O.K., you already have a mort- 
gage and it’s too late for you. Non- 
sense. You may still be able to save 
enough to pay for three or four 
cars. If you have a relatively new 
mortgage that has a high interest 
rate, say 81⁄2 percent or higher, 
consider prepaying small amounts 
of it now. (Prepaying a mortgage 
with an interest rate of 8 percent 
or lower makes little sense because 
it’s unlikely that rates will fall that 
low again.) 

By prepaying your mortgage, 
you'll knock off a number of years 
from your mortgage—a very han- 
dy thing to consider if you're close 
to retirement and face the pros- 
pect of a lower annual income. 
Furthermore, the faster you build 
up equity in your house, the more 
collateral you'll have to borrow 
against later on, should the need 
arise. 

Here's how it all works out: 
Assume you have a $50,000 mort- 
gage at 8/5 percent interest and a 
term of 25 years. If you prepay 
just $4,400 at the end of the fifth 
year, you will reduce the total 
amount of interest on the mort- 
gage by $15,648 and lop 49 
months off the mortgage's term. 
Your monthly mortgage payments, 
of course, will remain the same. 
And since the early portion of a 
mortgage is heavily weighted with 
interest, your tax deductions for 
mortgage interest payments will 
stay high for a number of years. 
(In some mortgages, there is a 
clause which would penalize you 
for prepaying all or part of the 
mortgage. However, it's unlikely 
that you will be affected by this. 
Even if your mortgage has such 
a clause—and many banks no 
longer include them in mortgages 


—it often applies only to the first 
two or three years.) 

The saving is even greater if 
you start prepaying your mortgage 
earlier. For example, you can low- 
er the total interest you owe by 
close to $18,000 if you prepay 
only $1,100 at the end of the sec- 
ond through fifth years of your 
mortgage. What’s more, the house 
will be yours free and clear 55 
months earlier than it would have 
been without prepayment. 


Domicile 
decisions 


If you have two houses in different 
states, be sure you make one of 
them your legal domicile. If you 
don’t, both states will claim you as 
a citizen and levy estate taxes on 
your estate when you die—which 
means that your heirs will get less 
than you intended them to. And 
even if your estate’s attorney man- 
ages to clear things up and have 
just one state recognized as your 
legal domicile, the lengthy court 
proceedings and legal fees could 
really bite severely into your es- 
tate’s assets. What’s more, your 
heirs won’t get a cent until this le- 
gal issue has been settled. 

Finally, neglecting to make this 
domicile decision could, in a very 
real sense, ruin your estate plan. 
State law dictates your estate’s tax 
liability, how property will be dis- 
tributed, and the property rights 
of beneficiaries who are minors. 
Hence, it’s important that you pick 
the state that will give your estate 
the best possible advantage, rather 
than leaving it to chance. 

The best way to establish a legal 
domicile is to spend most of your 
time and focus your activities in 
the state you choose. By all means 
join clubs and associations there, 
because courts will take that into 
consideration if a domicile question 
should arise. Make sure that your 
driver’s license is from that state. 
In addition, you'd be wise to: Con- 
sistently vote in that state; keep 
your major bank accounts there; 
and make sure that your address 
of domicile is on all important 
records and documents such as 
your tax return, will, and charge 
cards and accounts. If your will

was drawn up in another state, 
have your attorney reexecute it to 
take advantage of the state’s laws. 
And just to be on the safe side, 
have your attorney draw up a 
declaration of domicile for you so 
that you can leave it with your 
official papers. 


A corporate 
education 


If you face the financial drain of 
sending a child to college, check 
out educational benefit trusts—a 
new fringe benefit that a growing 
number of corporations are start- 
ing to offer their more-valued 
executives. These are trusts funded 
by corporations to pay the private 
school or college costs of children 
of employees. 

It works this way: The corpora- 
tion deducts the amount it con- 
tributes to the trust as a business 
expense that's incurred to help at- 
tract or retain key employees. 
When your child receives the mon- 
ey, you'll pay taxes on it. Even 
so, you'll come out way ahead. For 
example, if you're in the 50 per- 
cent tax bracket, you'l have to 
pay $500 for every $1,000 your 
child receives from the trust. 
That's not bad, when you consider 
that you would have to make 
$2,000 in pretax income to pay for 
$1,000 of your child's education. 


Power for hire 


How many of your vacations have 
been spoiled by personal financial 
concerns? There you are on a va- 
cation anticipated for months and 
you worry about the house, the 
stock market, or anything else that 
could cause a problem. 

The irony is that you can unload 
these problems onto someone else 
easily and cheaply. Simply give 
your attorney, broker, or anyone 
else you think can do the job for 
you, a power of attorney. Pick 
someone you really trust. You're 
liable for anything that your at- 
torney-in-fact does on your behalf 
—unless, of course, he or she over- 
steps authority or acts in a reckless 
or imprudent matter. 

A power of attorney can be as 
limited or as broad as you care 
to make it. For example, you may 
want to give your broker or ac- 
countant the authority to sell just 
a few of your stocks if they're in 
danger of nosediving. Or, you may 


want to give someone a much 
broader power of attorney that 
might include the authority to 
sign checks for you, negotiate real- 
estate deals on your behalf, or do 
practically anything else for you. 
The only limitations are really 
very practical. You cannot, for in- 
stance, give someone the authority 
to sign your will for you. 

When you give someone a power 
of authority, you'd be wise to spell 
out exactly what he or she can do 
on your behalf. Your attorney can 
supply you with the appropriate 
form or you can write your own 
power of attorney. Either way, 
make it as legal looking as possi- 
ble—in case the person to whom 
you've given power of attorney 
needs proof that he or she really 
does have the authority to act for 
you. And although it may not be 
necessary in your state, you might 
have the paper notarized. The 
stamp will make it look even more 
official. 


An American 
abroad 


If you're going abroad, consider 
joining the International Associa- 
tion for Medical Assistance to 
Travelers (IAMAT), suite 5620, 
350 Fifth Ave., New York, N.Y. 
10001. For a suggested donation 
of $5 or $10, you will get a 1976 
directory of well-trained, English- 
speaking physicians around the 
world. IAMAT has doctors in 
most countries except those be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. What's 
more, doctors in the IAMAT di- 
rectory have agreed to charge 
members no more than $15 for an 
office visit, $20 for a call to your 
hotel, and $25 for a treatment late 
in the evening, Sundays, or holi- 
days. IAMAT will also supply you 
with a traveler's clinical record 
your doctor can fill out. Should 
you become ill while overseas, this 
record will brief your attending 
physician on any conditions he 
should be aware of. 


Deducting 
foreign students 


If you have agreed to house and 
feed a full-time student who is 
sponsored by a charitable institu- 
tion such as the American Field 
Service of the Experiment for In- 
ternational Living, you will get 
more than the pleasure of a 
foreign student joining the family 
—you can deduct up to $50 a 
month for the expenses involved. Bi

Good or bad? 
Food additives, 
loneliness, 
porno movies 


Doctors discuss the pros and cons

What’s the truth about food 

additives? Can you stay safe 
and sane? 
A. Thousands of additives in foods 
today mystify, confuse, and make 
headlines. Sort them out. Some are 
beneficial: iron and vitamins added 
to bread, flour, and cereals; min- 
erals to instant breakfasts; vitamin 
D to milk. Calcium and sodium 
propionate help prevent mold. 
Some are acceptable, considering 
the risk-benefit factor: Vitamin C 
to preserve color and improve 
dough is harmless. Vegetable pro- 
tein, corn syrup, and citric acid 
pose no known risk as flavorings 
and colorings. 

But other additives are harmful 
and should be avoided: artificial 
color, used for appearance only; 
brominated vegetable oil, BVOI, 
used in soft drinks, is stored in 
body tissues and its effects are 
unknown. Monosodium glutamate,

MSG, is probably harmless in 
small amounts for adults, but has 
been shown to damage rats’ brains. 
It may cause “Chinese restaurant 
syndrome,” involving severe flush- 
ing of skin and headache. Avoid 
baby food with this ingredient— 
the aim is better taste for the 
mother! Sodium nitrite, long used 
to preserve meats in prerefrigera- 
tion days, enhances flavor and col- 
or, lengthens shelf life of ham, 
bacon, and cold cuts, helps prevent 
botulism by making spores heat- 
sensitive. These effects are bene- 
ficial but far outweighed by the 


carcinogenic risks. Nitrites may 
react with food in the intestines, 
changing to definitely carcinogenic 
nitrosamines. Careful processing, 
cooking, and refrigeration make 
nitrites unnecessary. Rosier and 
slightly tastier meat hardly justifies 
cancer risk! Bacon without nitrites 
is already available. 

In general, no avoidable addi- 
tive should be used which builds 
up a permanent store of foreign 
chemicals in the body. It has 
just been reported from San Fran- 
cisco that rapid improvement in 
hyperkinetic (minimally brain- 
damaged) children occurred when 
all artificial colors and flavors were 
eliminated from their diets. The 
new Ames test available to manu- 
facturers and the Food and Drug 
Administration will mean less dan- 
ger for all, in future. With Dr. 
Ames’s method, suspect substances 
can now be screened in three 
days instead of three years with 
laboratory mice. And at a cost of 
$200 instead of $100,000 per test. 
Carcinogenic risk can be evaluated 
quickly and the hazardous chem- 
ical eliminated before it has long- 
reaching effect. Eaters Digest by 
Michael Jacobsen (Doubleday; 
Anchor Book, $2.50) is an infor- 
mative consumer’s fact book of ad- 
ditives with a foreword by Dr. 
Jean Mayer, professor of nutrition 
at Harvard University. For up-to- 
date news on nutrition, subscribe 
to FDA Consumer, published ten 
times a year by the Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D.C.

an inevitable part of the creative 
proces. For the writer, the 
painter, the pianist, and many 
other artists, the professional re- 
wards are worth the feeling of 
isolation. 

Of course, a lonely existence 
may be temporarily imposed by 
separation, divorce, or lack of a 
suitable companion. In these try- 
ing phases, self-indulgence is sup- 
portive: Do what is most pleasing 
and relaxing to you, as much as 
possible. If your sensations of 
loneliness occur when surrounded 
by loving friends and family— 
even in a crowd—they may be the 
result of a temporary problem that 
you have been unable to talk 
about, or a momentary feeling of 
discouragement. Such instances 
must be expected and accepted. 
They generally pass. 

However, loneliness that weighs 
on the mind, making the world 
desolate and life meaningless, is 
something else. This painful type 
of loneliness has its origins in early 
experience. Every infant, utterly 
helpless, depends on others for life. 
This is its first demonstration of 
the value of other people. Later 
experience reinforces it. Identity 
is fostered by significant other per- 
sons. "Who am I?" is gradually 
answered by relationships such as 
"She is my mother," "I am his 
son," "This is my brother." A 
sense of continuity depends on 
this relatively stable but expanding 
cast of characters. Other anchor 
points are friends who see the 
child grow and develop and teach- 
ers who record educational prog- 
ress. Such people shape the child's 
behavior with their approval and 
disapproval. 

And these childhood experi- 
ences shape future social interac- 
tion. Unfortunately, youngsters 
who don’t develop satisfactory 
relationships will often be too 
lonely as adults. Fear of being 
thought inferior makes them avoid 
taking the risk of meeting people. 
They duck the test, build up hos- 
tility toward others, and are fre- 
quently "too busy" to accept an 
invitation, go to a party, meet for 
lunch, or whatever, and withdraw 
into self-imposed solitude. Such 
lasting loneliness impoverishes 
the emotional life and must be re- 
placed by movement toward 
others. Social give and take keeps 
us all going. Human relationships 
may change, and the shape of con- 
ventional marriage is certainly 
under review today, but still, 


everyone needs a confidant and 
close companion. If you need to 
break out of the circular habit of 
loneliness, consider your oppor- 
tunities for meeting people. They 
must be accepted as they occur and 
gradually increase in number and 
meaningfulness.

“Pornog- 
raphy is material depicting erotic 
behavior, intended to cause sexual 
excitement." Porno movies realize 
this intent. And this is the reason 
for the paying admission. The 
chief reward for most viewers 
(mainly middle-aged men) is 
heightened sexual awareness, lead- 
ing to increase in sex conversation 
and more elaborate fantasy. Most 
of these men fantasize love-mak- 
ing with the actresses. Fewer 
women attend porno movies, be- 
cause they are more aroused by 
conventional romantic literature. 
Those who do, identify with the

female characters, learn from 
them and amplify their own sexual 
repertoires. Young couples who go 
together feel bold and sophisticated 
and also relish titillation. Many 
young men, feigning maturity, in 
reality hope to learn. Porno films 
help fill gaps in sex lives. No one 
acts out every sexual wish and for 
some the films are vivid, partial 
substitutes. 

Harmful? Most law officials say 
“yes,” while most psychiatrists and 
psychologists say “no.” Sex crimes 
in liberal Denmark declined sharp- 
ly after pornography became legal. 
Patronage of porno movies also de- 
clined; most production today is 
seen by tourists. Endless erotic 
novelty seems impossible; familiar- 
ity reduces the lure. When porno 
movies are socially accepted, the 
need for them lessens as personal 
sex life becomes more permissive. 
The future prospect then is for a 
tapering off in the industry's 
growth—with everyone happier 
all around.

their homes to themselves. So great, in fact, 
is this effort that what we are seeing is no longer 
just The Home, but The Home as club-resort- 
spa-restaurant-theatre-discotheque-pool hall- 
whatever. 

And the fact that there were, at the end of 
1975, 1,163,000 residential swimming pools 
in the United States (as opposed to 455,000 
at the end of 1965) is far from the only indi- 
cation that this home business is being taken 
very seriously indeed. That figure does not 
include aboveground pools, by the way. There 
are about 2,000,000 of those. Indoor pools 
have increased from 10 to 15 percent over the 
last three years. (The National Swimming 
Pool Institute, from which these figures flow, 
does not have exact numbers.) Baths, Inter- 
national, Inc. estimates a 50 percent increase 
in the purchase of saunas and whirlpool baths 
since last year. According to the U.S. Tennis 
Association, there were 7,750 individually 
owned tennis courts in this country as of 
March, 1976 (25 percent more than a year 
ago). Lord & Burnham, a major greenhouse 
manufacturer, reports that sales of full-sized 
(not window variety) greenhouses have doubled 
in the last decade. In 1966, housewares sales 
in this country totaled $4,035,000,000. This 
year, the figure is $9,702,000,000. 

And the actual construction of the homes 
which house all these accoutrements is now 
recovering, albeit slowly, from a two-year 
slump caused by the generally ailing economy. 
Respondents to the National Association of 
Homebuilders’ Spring, 1976, Builders’ Eco- 
nomic Council Survey predict that housing 
production will increase 42 percent this year 
over 1975 (this includes both single family and 
multiple dwellings). The sizes of lots on which 
homes were built were larger in 1975 than in 
1974. Homes also come better equipped than 
ever, with more of them containing refrigera- 
tors, dishwashers, ranges, garbage disposals, 
and central air conditioning. 

As for the remodeling of existing homes— 
the National Home Improvement Council re- 
ports that in 1975, Americans invested $26.6 
billion on improving and maintaining their 
houses. By 1980, we will probably be renovat-

ing at the rate of $35 billion a year. And a little 
investigation behind the figures reveals that 
this heavy action on the home front is happen- 
ing not merely because people are house proud. 
People are simply staying home more. 

Trends in games also reflect this reluctance 
to seek amusement beyond one’s own back- 
yard. A big seller at F.A.O. Schwarz in New 
York City is “They’re at the Post,” which in- 
volves records of horse races (why go to Aque- 
duct or The Derby, when it is now possible to 
pick a winner in your living room?). The popu- 
larity of a game called “Six Million Dollar 
Man” correlates nicely with the fact that color 
TV sales have jumped 30 percent during the 
last year. And the 6.6 million subscribers 
NBC predicts for pay TV by 1985 are further 
evidence that home is getting to be America’s 
favorite hangout. 

At the moment, Home Box Office, the first 
company to go into pay TV programming on 
cable television, has 500,000 subscribers, hav- 
ing started out with 375 presold subscribers a 
mere four years ago. John Barrington, of 
Home Box Office, attributes part of the com- 
pany’s success to the gas shortage. Their pro- 
gramming originally started at 5:30 P.M., but 
when it suddenly became impractical (and, in 
many quarters, unpatriotic) to drive cars very 
far or very often, HBO began “gasless Sunday"

One non-economic explanation for all this 
home-centeredness that immediately sprang to 
the minds of everyone I asked is that people 
are afraid to go out. They might get mugged. 
Even worse (depending on how severe the case 
of home-love), the new Cuisinart food proces- 
sor might be stolen while they are out, along 
with the new quadraphonic components, the 
tape deck, the Exercycle, and the kids’ plane- 
tarium-caliber telescope. In some areas, this 
fear is justified (and reflected in the booming 
sales of burglar alarm systems, which dealers 
describe as "significant" and "noticeable," in 
lieu of actual figures). 

But a more plausible generalization is that 
people are not so much afraid of the world 
outside as confused by it. "When people come 
home," interior designer John Saladino told 
me, "they really are blocking out everything. 
Home is an emotional fortress, a bastion to 
protect one's sensibilities, a womb... You can 
see this in the trend toward sybaritic, sensual 
furniture. I just did an upholstered landscape 
of stacked mattresses in a den . . ." 

In a world of fast-paced politics, where the 
evening news is more often unsettling than not, 
people turn inward toward the home, because 
it is the one area where they are certain to

which the husband is the sole breadwinner. The 
long-range trend is toward different kinds of 
families.” 

And different approaches to family life can 
be more easily accommodated by the home- 
owner today because of the proliferation of 
goods for endless varieties of home experi- 
ences. So it could be said that the something- 
for-everyone market has itself sparked a re- 
kindling of interest in the home. “Certain items 
that weren't available before influence people 
staying home," says New York architect Rob- 
ert Stern. “Now there's large-scale TV, like the 
Sony and Advent systems, which have 5-foot- 
square screens." Also, why go out when you 
have your own projection room in which to 
unreel your collection of film classics? 

These new vistas in home diversion provide 
new focus for family life. Although some fam- 
ily sociologists claim that television is "the 
great divide," usurping time that might other- 
wise be spent in conversation, more and more 
people view it as the replacement for the pro- 
verbial hearth. (I, for one, have never been able 
to watch television alone, because it's always 
seemed to me to be a social, rather than soli- 
tary, pursuit.) The Sony and Advent systems, 
as Bob Stern pointed out, are even more effec- 
tive means of social integration, because if you 
sit too far off to one side, the picture is dis-

afternoon shows. This led to full afternoon pro- 
gramming.

There is every reason to believe that at least 
part of the current trend to stay home is a 
behavioral pattern instilled by the gas shortage, 
which went hand in hand with the recession, 
which led to spaghetti-and-cheap-wine parties 
becoming "chic," and to cocktail-party dia- 
logue on the price of meat in the A & P (who 
had time for idle gossip in those impoverished 
times, last year?). But, let's face it, the cost 
of turning your home into a club-resort-spa, 
etc., more than approximates those of actually 
going to a resort or of dining out, or going 
to the movies. 

So Americans aren't clinging to the home 
front because they're broke, necessarily. It's 
just that they are now spending what money 
they have on more tangible, durable, and, 
therefore, practical things. At one time, it 
looked like there was so much money around 
that it could be frittered away without thought 
of the future. Now the economic headaches 
that followed those halcyon years are going 
away, so we know once more that there is a 
future. And we can't afford to be so frivolous 
this time around. To many, outfitting a home 
—a place to spend the future—seems more 
satisfying, more rewarding, than, say, invest- 
ing in the stock market, which might pay off 
or might leave you severely out of pocket.

The “anti-home rhetoric," of course, 
was directed at the whole idea of traditional 
family life. Numerous alternatives to the nu- 
clear family have been proposed and under- 
taken—from single-parent homes to com- 
munes. “It is a delusion to think that the mythic 
nuclear family is going to experience a renais- 
sance," says DeLone, "particularly one in

Practi- 
cality was less important than 
great comfort and sophistica- 
tion. And, since all their furni-

client get acquainted, a rapport 
is—or isn’t—established. “You 
can tell right away whether you 
can work together. I like to 
work with people who know 
their minds, but whose minds 
are open. You also get a feel- 
ing of whether the prospective 
client has any taste—or if you 
see hope that some might be 
developed. If people are alive 
and alert, they can’t help but 
grow. They can go to mu- 
seums, expose themselves to 
the best design—if they care. 
Young people know this; 
they're very open-eyed. And it 
had nothing to do with money 
or possessions, but with car- 
ing.” Money matters are dis- 
cussed, however, at the first 
meeting. And you can imagine 
that for a room that will 
include custom-designed, cus- 
tom-made furniture, rare an- 
tiques, and wall and floor treat- 
ments destined to last at least 
twenty years, the price isn't 
going to be peanuts. "You can 
do just so much with a $50,000 
budget. For one client it might 
be plenty. For another with 
more extravagant ideas, never. 
No matter what your budget, 
our advice is to get the highest 
quality money can buy. If you 
throw your money away on the 
second-rate, you end up with 
nothing." At the end of the in- 
terview, the client is given a 
contract to think over. "If she 
signs it and gives us the go- 
ahead, we get to work."

“I don't 
feel the best work is turned out 
without a feeling of friendship 
and empathy," she says. The 
furniture plan shows placement 
and also type of furniture the room 
will have. “I can see a sofa there," 
Mrs. Parish will say, standing in 
an empty room. "—tight back, 
loose cushions, very soft. A pair 
of chairs here, something French 
... The room is already beginning 
to form in the decorator's eye. As 
for color, “When the client says 
she wants a room to match her 
eyes, well, I think we can come up

with something more imaginative 
than that.” A color scheme is de- 
termined by the natural light and 
the desired mood, as well as by the 
client’s preferences. “White, for 
instance, is a mistake in a glary 
room." For this room, the colors 
were inspired by two gilt and dove- 
colored Japanese screens (see pre- 
ceding pages). The client approved 
them—and the mantel—and the 
scheme was born: glazed dove- 
colored walls, and, for the major 
upholstery, a dark brown floral 
chintz. That settled, the painter is 
asked to prepare color samples; 
assistants dispatched to bring back 
bagfuls of fabrics—major chintzes 
to choose from, plus complemen- 
tary fabrics for chairs and pillows. 
When the scheme is complete (with 
backups, just in case), fabrics are 
keyed to furniture on the plan. 
Curtains are designed—for the 
client and for the curtain maker— 
and often, furniture. "We design 
furniture when antiques would be 
a mistake—at the beach, with lots 
of children, or, as in the case of 
the white crackle-lacquer table in 
this room, to lighten the effect of 
all the antiques. The quality is the 
same; it’s a question of which is 
more appropriate.” When every- 
thing is ready, the client is invited 
in for the presentation. *'Every- 
thing is solidified at that meeting. 
Details are worked out, fabric 
changes made; my assistants take 
hundreds of notes. We want to 
create the entire feeling of what we 
intend to do, to make the project 
really exciting." Last, the installa- 
tion date is set: In a matter of

Mrs. Henry Parish II—"Sister" Parish to 
relatives and friends, critics and admirers, 
rivals and imitators—is by common consent 
one of the most gifted and successful Ameri- 
can interior designers working today. The 
list of her clients over the four decades of 
her decorating career—for the last 14 years 
in partnership with Albert Hadley—includes 
names to make the mouths of even her most 
outstanding competitors water: Whitney and 
Astor, Coolidge and Rockefeller, Percy. 
Paley, and Getty—not to mention the Bank 
of New York. 
sk for an explanation of her 
preeminence from clients and 
fellow-decorators, and the an- 
swers are all recognizable varia- 
tions on an identical theme: a 
combination of luxury and charm, perfect 
placing, consummate comfort, a sense of 
style, a feeling for quality, a natural taste. 
To which one should add—since by this time 
the well-worn vocabulary has a frayed look 
around the edges—that Mrs. Parish's pro- 
fessional talent is essentially inherent and 
unforced, a personal phenomenon owing 
its origin-to the traditional standards and 
` values of the well-founded northeastern sea- 
board world of her parents and ancestors, but 
admirably attuned to the changing present. 
Interior designers are people who cover 
our sofas and uncover our souls; and Sister 
Parish is a brilliant examplar of the blend 
of craftsman and psychoanalyst that is char- 
acteristic of the most gifted member of her 
profession.

though those who have read The Finest 
Rooms (a decorating work published in 1964 
by Viking, which contains a deceptively 
simple essay by her, entitled, indicatively, 
First Memories) may be forgiven for taking 
her disclaimer with a spoonful of salt. In 
default of the written word, anyone attempt- 
ing to describe her in even modest depth must 
fall back on the spoken: and it is a very soft 
fall indeed. For of all the practitioners of 
her art, she has the driest and slyest and 
spiciest wit, and the most generous and artic- 
ulate way of revealing herself in the course 
of conversation. 

Listening to Mrs. Parish talk about her 
career—like being advised by her on the 
solution of a decorating problem, no doubt— 
is an unforgettable experience. She casts her 
spell and weaves her web, and you succumb 
irresistibly, even as you realize that you are 
being bound and enmeshed. More exactly 
still: It is reminiscent of sitting beside one of 
those reckless but expert young drivers of 
sports cars in the 1930s, who cut corners 
and rounded hairpin bends with such magic 
facility that even the most timorous passenger 
couldn't fail to enjoy the ride. The voice is 
high but soothing, the sentences are often 
hardly more than a succession of asides, the 
poise is innate, the manner casual but im- 
perturbable, the anecdotes light as well as 
circumstantial, the recall total and then some, 
the occasional indiscretion hilarious. Even 
the one or two barbs are so randomly yet 
deftly placed that it not until later that one 
is aware that, intentionally or unintentionally, 
they are so fashioned as to be virtually inex- 
tricable from the victim—or the picture of 
the victim in one's mind.

Everyone needs change. Some people 
move to new places; others stay put and 
alter their surroundings. That’s what 
Paul Rudolph does. He has lived in the 
same two-room brownstone apartment 
for twelve years and changed the in- 
terior—radically—three times. “Every- 
thing is tossed out except the Steinway 
grand piano, my favorite possession. I 
couldn’t possibly live without that!” 
For years, he says, he has tried to get 
away from conventional furniture be- 
cause he finds lots of legs on chairs and 
tables too distracting to the eye and the 
space left over too difficult to clean. 
Here, then, is the third version of his 
living quarters—a soft-edged, beige- 
carpeted, much-mirrored environment, 
which is, he jokes “like living in a milk 
bottle.”

Paul Rudolph’s compulsive urge to 
build, to defy existing rules, to ex- 
plore new approaches in architec- 
ture, has earned him accolades and 


= criticisms through a long, produc- 


tive career. He has built more than 
50 significant buildings, schools, 
and government offices, and about 
40 private houses. He was coordi- 
nating architect of Boston’s urban 
renewal project and architect of 
Government Center, New Haven, 
Conn. One of his most talked about 
designs is Yale’s Art and Architec- 
ture building, a commission he re- 
ceived while chairman of the Uni- 
versity’s Department of Architec- 
ture between 1958 and 1965. He is 
a doer rather than a writer or talker. 
“If an architect cares enough about 
architecture,” he says, “then he must 
design—create rather than make 
judgments.” He adds that he never 
relies on inspiration in his work: “I 
prefer thought.” One idea persists 
in the forefront of his mind: making 
architecture that signifies our time. 
This has led him to megastructures 
using mobile-home components 
(“one in three residences in Amer- 
ica today are mobile homes; we 
can’t escape that"), to experiment 
with all modern materials, particu- 
| larly the plastics, and to design for 
the automobile. His award-winning 
New Haven parking garage, for ex- 
ample, is a building that, he says, 
has a definite connection with cars 
and movement: “It’s more than an 
office building with the glass left 
out. People kid me about my lack 
of interest in fine detailing and 
craftsmanship, but I don’t want 
things to be too precious. I’m inter- 
: ested in the space and the light and 

the proportions. And texture, which 
< is much more important to me than 
color. I like all materials—stone, 
marble, wood, or plastic, which I 
like very much. Each material has 
its own nature and its own qualities. 
What's appropriate in one place isn't 
necessarily appropriate in another. 
People think of me as building in

they were not." Paul Rudolph as- 
sesses the 20th century as one in 
which nothing is ever completed, 
nothing is ever fixed. “Therefore a 
building or an interior can only be 
thought of in relationship to a 
changing setting." It must be flex- 
ible, expandable, ready to absorb 
additions, adapt to a shifting en- 
vironment. This emphasis on mo- 
bility is paired to a concern about 
the psychology of space. We are not 
living in orderly, elegant 18th-cen- 
tury splendor. Our age speaks of 
jazz, speed, mind expansion, new 
perceptions, breaking through so- 
cial, moral, and scientific barriers. 
Of course, it takes courage to re- 
spond to all this. Misunderstood 
perhaps by professional classicists 
who dismiss Rudolph's lights-and- 
mirrors environments as too theatri- 
cal, these designs nevertheless make 
the people who live in them feel 
comfortable, happy, exhilarated, 
warm, protected, adventurous, up- 
to-date, and very much part of now. 
All Rudolph's rooms read out the 
same message: Get away from 
“leggy” furniture, live with as few 
knick-knacks as possible, keep walls 
clear of paintings and ornament, 
throw out conventional lamps. Live 
joyfully and sensuously. It's not that 
he just designs conventional ele- 
ments out. More important is that 
he designs two powerful mood- 
makers in. Central to the feeling of 
exhilaration and joy in his spaces is 
the lighting, and key to the sensu- 
ousness is texture and scale. Ex- 
plaining strategy, he says: "Today 
most of us are presented with an 
8-foot-high plaster box. There is a 
temptation to crowd this with things 
to give it atmosphere. They all 
compete within the space, which, to 
me, is overwhelming. Then easel 
paintings, prints, or posters are 
added to the wall, which all con- 
tribute to the "over-decoration." 
We've really forgotten that the great 
interiors of the past had almost no 
furniture, or that the furniture was 
overpowered by the dimensions of 
the room and was almost incidental. 
Decoration was built in, mosaics on 
walls, paintings on ceilings. Because 
of economics today, we can never 
achieve this." But bearing such 
principles in mind, we can, in small 
spaces, minimalize free-standing ob- 
jects, and decorate with light. “Pin- 
points of light can be used in a room 
to break down the scale and make 
the space seem more human. Com- 
bined with mirror they will expand 
the space both vertically and hori- 
zontally. And, the wall that glows is 
so much more interesting than the 
standard lighting fixture. Light com- 
ing from the floor gives a very subtle 
effect." Paul Rudolph has through 
his career risked everything to ex- 
plore new routes. “That involves be- 
ing wrong, but it's the most impor- 
tant thing I must do."

What is responsible for what goes 
on in your life? Is it you, yourself, 
or is it external events? Psycho- 
logical research indicates that peo- 
ple differ. quite markedly in the 
way they attribute the causes of 
major events in their lives. And it 
may not surprise you to learn that 
people who think they themselves 
are in control of things are usually 
in much better shape than those 
who feel they are out of control. In 
fact, the extent to which people 
feel they are gaining control over 
their lives is used as a measure of 
improvement in psychiatric wards. 

Yet not so long ago “control” 
was considered a bad word. Chil- 
dren were taught to be uninhib- 
ited. Parents believed that too 
much discipline might hinder their 
offsprings’ emotional  develop- 
ment. Generations of psychiatry 
had led Americans to be suspicious 
of restraint or self-control. My 
own English upbringing of stiff 
upper lips and being seen but not 
heard was regarded as barbarous. 
(Our nanny, when annoyed, used 
to break plates over my sister’s 
head or lock her in closets. She 
never complained!) 

But what has happened? Could 
it be that “letting it all hang out” 
has become old-fashioned? One of 
the key attractions to the Reverend

Sun Myung Moon’s followers is 
his insistence on discipline. The 
young “Moonies” are rigidly or- 
ganized by timetables, work as- 
signments, and other forms of so- 
cial structure that they seem to 
thrive on. Their lives are under 
control. 

Est, another astonishingly suc- 
cessful movement with the under- 
35s, offers a rigorous course in 
self-discipline. The first day's 
"training" (note the word) in- 
volves sitting for many hours in 
silence listening to a trainer heap 
abuse and instruction upon you, 
during which you may not leave 
the room, even to go to the bath- 
room. The est teaching is a basic 
approach to self-control: “You are 
responsible for what you are,” they 
tell you. “Irresistible forces are not 
sweeping you into disasters at 
home or at work. You are in con- 
trol of your life and what is, is, be- 
cause you willed it so.” It is pre- 
cisely this philosophy of returning 
responsibility to the individual, 
that has caused est to be so en- 
thusiastically received. 

In a recent interview, writer 
Nora Ephron was asked this ques- 
tion: “Women often want every- 
thing. What is everything to you?” 
She replied, “Everything to me is 
just very simply being in control 
of my life.” 

But how do you get control? 
How do you impose self-disci- 
pline? How can you summon up 
enough willpower to prevent your- 
self getting out of control? 

The people who probably most 
often ask these questions are diet- 
ers. Losing weight is surely one of 
the most testing arenas of all for 
practicing self-control. Peter Her- 


man, Associate Professor of Psy- 
chology at the University of To- 
ronto, has been studying the con- 
ditions which affect a dieter's re- 
solve, and what he has discovered 
may cast some light on that most 
elusive of human qualities, will 
power. 

"[ believe that will power is 
something everybody has," Dr. 
Herman says. “It comes and goes 
in varying degrees, but it's always 
there. The problem with previous 


dieters and nondieters. Nondieters 
consumed the milk shakes, then, 
like any normal animal, managed 
only a little ice cream. The dieters 
consumed the milk shakes, then, 
feeling they had gone over the top, 
ate very large amounts of ice 
cream.) 

2. Alcohol. Very surprising re- 
sults emerged from this category. 
When Dr. Herman gave dieters 
alcohol without telling them it was 
alcohol, then they kept to their 


From research 
psychologist Peter Herman, 
some surprising new 
discoveries about 


formulations of will power is that 
it has been regarded as a trait 
which is either there or not there, 
and therefore there's not much you 
can do about it except develop it 
through character-building exer- 
cises, which probably won't work. 
Everybody, for instance, is actu- 
ally capable of resisting food. It's 
simply a matter of bringing to bear 
those mental conditions which per- 
mit that sort of resistance." 

Dr. Herman has studied break- 
down of will power in dieters in 
three categories: 

1. “Binge eating." He found that 
dieters in his experiments. had a 
threshold of calorie consumption 
in their minds. If for some reason 
they went over that threshold, 
then restraint broke down entirely 
and they blew their diet. (The test 
involved feeding enormous milk 
shakes, followed by ice cream, to

diets. “Alcohol, if you are unaware 
that it’s alcohol you are drinking, 
seems simply to have a sedative 
effect on you and make you feel a 
little better. And it turns out that 
feeling better is one of the condi- 
tions that helps a dieter stay on her 
diet. But when we told our sub- 
jects it was alcohol they were 
drinking, then they started losing 
control and eating more as a con- 
sequence." (This says something 
about alcohol as well as dieting— 
you need both the alcohol and the 
perception of it as alcohol in order 
to get drunk!) 

3. Emotional stress. Dr. Her- 
man scared his dieters, and sure 
enough, they ate more when they 
were scared than when they were 
not. The nondieters ate consider- 
ably less when they were scared. 
“Physiologically, the effect of 
emotional stress ought to be to 


suppress appetite,” he says. “If you 
are biologically nervous, nature 
has set things up so that digestion 
is not what you are particularly 
concerned with; you are in a 'fight- 
or-flight’ stance which is counter- 
productive to digestive activity." 
Dr. Herman thinks that the reason 
dieters eat more when they are 
anxious is that for them, self-con- 
trol or restraint is some kind of 
mental suppressor of appetite, and 
that the emotional stress somehow 
affects or swamps the restraint 
mechanism. "If you're worried 
about something, there's only so 
much of your mind left over to de- 
vote to worrying about staying on 
your diet." 

His newest experiment is prob- 
ably the most revealing of all. He 
took his dieters and put them in 
the same situation as when they 
had previously overstepped their 
threshold with the milk shakes, 
but with an observer present. The 
effect on the dieters' behavior was 
quite remarkable. *They ate just 
as much as they normally did in 
the absence of an observer—but 
what was different was that they 
changed their pattern of eating, so 
that they ate less after the enor- 
mous milk shakes, and more after 
small ones. In other words, they 
behaved just like nondieters." With 
the observer present, the dieters 
had rationalized their behavior. 
They ate just the same, but logic- 
ally—i.e. eating less when you're 
full than when you're empty—be- 
cause they were being watched. 

Dr. Herman suggests two im- 
portant conclusions from this ex- 
periment: (1) The dieters could 
eat perfectly normally when they 
wanted to, which indicates self- 
control is there all right, and (2) 
the presence of an observer made 
them think, *What would an ordi- 
nary person do under these cir- 
cumstances?” And then they 
started eating like normal human 
beings. 

What happened was that the 
dieters became self-conscious, and 
that appears to be one of the keys 
to self-control. 

"Learn to see yourself and what 
you are doing," says Dr. Herman. 
"Self-awareness and self-control 
are inseparable. You camt have 
one without the other." Ideally we 
should place an observer in our 
heads. To some extent we do any- 
way—we are all social beings, and 
we carry around other people's 
opinions of ourselves. (This starts 
in earliest childhood: “The biggest 
factor that determines a child’s 
sense of self-esteem is what he 
thinks his parents think of him,” 
comments psychiatrist Dr. Thom- 
as P. Johnson.) 

Self-esteem, the next step in 
self-awareness, is another aid to

"Anybody who's suc- 
cessful has to be self- 
disciplined—but there 
are extremes. Some- 
body who's uptight, al- 
ways keeps a rigid 
schedule, and won't de- 
viate from it is very 
boring. But just as bor- 
ing are the people at the 
other extreme, who in- 
sist on being late for 
things and going to wild 
parties even though 
they aren’t having a 
good time. Hopefully 
you stay in the middle 
—lead a relatively 
structured life, get your 
work done, and have 
some fun." 


How do you 
practice self-discipline? 


It's all very well to know you're supposed to have will power 
to control your life—but how do you actually kick it into gear? 
Here five people, whose professions demand a special kind 

of self-discipline, tell how they make it work. 


Frank Okamura 


is a bonsai master at the 
Brooklyn Botanic Gar- 
den, and teacher of the 
bonsai-do, the way of 
the bonsai (growing 
miniature trees), one of 
the most intricate and 
painstaking of all Jap- 
anese arts. 

"People often ask me, 
"Doesn't growing bon- 
sai take a tremendous 
amount of self-disci- 
pline and patience? My 
answer is, those words 
mean you are doing 
something you do not 
want to do. Patience 
means hard work, a 


hurt heart. Yet the art 
of bonsai is enjoying— 


understanding what the 
plant wants. In the 
West, people seem to 
want instant results. But 
the enjoyment of bonsai 
comes in the feeling of 
beautiful shapes to 
come. 

"All you must do is 
study, and continue to 
study, feeling that one 
day you will succeed. 
You must have the feel- 
ing, ‘I can do it.’ If you 
can hold in your head 
the dream of what you 
want to achieve, then 
you will enjoy the jour- 
ney toward it.” 


Martine Van Hamel 


is a soloist with the 
American Ballet The- 
atre, a constant witness 
to the determination 


and courage necessary 
to become a great bal- 
lerina. 


"Self-discipline is the 


essence of a dancer's 
life. All the ingredients

The result: a sleek, linear room, 
clear tones on a background of 
white and charcoal gray, that is 
totally functional and will last 
close to forever. Common sense 
was important in adapting these 
pieces for the home, but so was 
imagination: Rubber flooring, a 
hospital door,  bright-colored 
horse blankets, and chemical 
beakers are reincarnated here, 
and we savor them in their new 
guises. "There is no attempt to 
escape the mechanical" says 
D'Urso, “yet the room is very 
human." 

An increasing number of ar- 
chitects and designers today are 
using industrial equipment in 
various settings, and a few inno- 
vators have done so for years.

Chanel suit with a maroon artifi- 
cial carnation and reading a fash- 
ionable magazine—was already so 
devastatingly sophisticated that her 
fellow new girl wanted to throw 
herself out of the train. But the 
deeper truth is valid enough: like 
Osbert Sitwell's famous entry in 
the English Who's Who, “educated 
at Eton and Oxford, mainly self- 
educated." And Mrs. Parish is 
quick to correct any misapprehen- 
sion about the uselessness of a 
training in decoration: “Probably 
nowadays the young would-be dec- 
orator has to go to a decorating 
school. It just happens that J 
didn't" (with ample reason, no 
doubt, since in her youth no such 
institution existed). 

Of the various homes of her 
childhood and youth, in New 
York, New Jersey, and Maine, for 
Mrs. Parish it is above all Dark 
Harbor, Maine—the island, her 
grandfather's house there, together 
with a more recently acquired 
town house for winter visits and 
which for some years served also 
as a shop—that has continued to 
be home, not only for herself and 
her husband, but whenever pos- 
sible for her children and grand- 
children as well. 

“The place is changing, but it 
is still unique. The children who 
grew up on our rhubarb are mostly 
around even now, some in their 
seventies. And everyone knows our 
raspberry patch." And it is not 
just a case of local patriotism and 
nostalgia. Mrs. Parish not only 
loves Dark Harbor, she works 
there. And she has made a point 
of giving her offspring (of two 
generations) every chance to enjoy 
a healthy and meaningful and hap- 
py family life there, open to the 
same natural influences and found- 
ed on the same traditional values 
as her own. “I feel that you should 
take in everything you can, when 
you're a child." An older friend 
remembers seeing Sister Parish's 
two daughters as enchanting chil- 
dren at church in Dark Harbor on 
a Sunday morning, “beautifully 
dressed in violet (very rare for chil- 
dren in those days), with wreaths 
of violets in their hair." More re- 
cent acquaintances dwell on the 
fun her grandsons have with their 
ponies, and the annual dog shows 
that their grandmother organizes 
and judges—with buckets of water 
on hand to quell potential dog 
fights—for their own and their 
friends’ pet mutts. 

Mrs. Parish is the first to quash 
—she is a great quasher— any sen- 
timental suspicion that her chil- 
dren and grandchildren regard her 


as some sort of goddess. “My fam- 
ily is everything to me. But they 
don’t give a hoot. They just know 
Im around." Yet in almost the 
same breath she lets slip that her 
only son, whose job is in England, 
surprised her not long ago by tell- 
ing her that he had preserved all 
her letters. In the words of her 
friend who shared the train to Fox- 
croft: "Sister has given her chil- 
dren good standards, and good 
sense." Even Mrs. Parish, for 
whom part of the joy of her Maine 
existence has been the opportunity 
it offers for the peaceful pursuit 
of handcrafts (handcrafted prod- 
ucts play a notable role in even 
her most up-to-date interiors) has 
a just perceptible note of pride in 
her voice when she describes how, 
when visiting with her family in 
Massachusetts, she opened a closet 
to hang up some dresses, and found 
a miniature house installed there, 
furnished from cellar to attic with 
needlework rugs, quilts, fourpost- 
ers, and pottery, all handmade by 
her granddaughter Susan, aged 
11 (See House & Garden, May, 
1973). "It was so full of taste, you 
couldn't believe. I asked her if she 
was going to make more of the 
same thing. But she said: ‘No— 
only for money.’ ” 

About the start of her own deco- 
rating career Mrs. Parish is equally 
explicit. "I went to work for a 
reason: to make both ends meet. 
I had married Harry Parish in 
1929. We began by living rather 
grandly, in a house on East End 
Avenue, New York, decorated 
from top to bottom by McMillen, 
Inc., as a gift from my parents; 
and my mother—who incidentally 
continued to use McMillen during 
all the years when I was becoming 
known, and never once asked my 
advice—had even 'given me her 
parlor maid to go with the house 
. . . But on Christmas Eve, 1932, 
by which time we already had one 
child, my husband came home and 
told me that his salary had been 
severely cut. The day after Christ- 
mas, at Fall Hills—where we also 
then had a white clapboard farm- 
house—1 found a vacant ground- 
floor room in a shack, which I de- 
cided would do as a shop. Then I 
went to New York to Stroheim and 
Romann, and asked to see the 
president of the firm. The presi- 
dent said: "What do you want?' T 
told him: 'My husband's salary 
has been cut, I have a baby, and I 
am going to work as a decorator. 
I want to open an account with 
you and take samples of your 
papers and materials to show to 
my future clients. In the mean- 
time, may I call my house and find 
out how the baby is?’ The presi-

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American cookie classics 


Since the arrival of the earliest 
colonists, cookies have contrib- 
uted their charm to American 
entertaining. They have been 
part of county fairs, barn rais- 
ings, country picnics, and ele- 
gant teas. It is impossible to en- 
vision our culinary heritage 
without a brimming stoneware 
cookie jar. 

Requiring few ingredients, 
minimum preparation time, and 
little equipment, cookies can 
easily satisfy last-minute baking 
urges. Here are a dozen favor- 
ites, worthy of their fame. 


Coconut Jumbles 


Many cookies of American heri- | 


tage have descriptive names 
with obvious meanings, but oth- 
ers are etymologically obscure. 
The Jumble (spelled Jumbal 
through the 18th century) has 
traceable origins. The word is 
probably a distortion of the Old 
English “gimbal,” a ring-shaped 
cookie, or one “wreathed into 
knots." Jumbles have appeared 
in cookbooks since the 17th 
century. A mid-19th century 
author writes of "hearts and 
rounds, and jumbles, which 
playful youth slip over the fore- 
finger before spoiling their an- 
nular outline." From the same 
vintage comes this tidbit: “She 
feels a little faint with walking, 
and intends eating a tart or jum- 
ble, or drinking a glass of lemon- 
ade." The following shape, pop- 
ular at the time, was often fla- 
vored with rose water. 


Ingredients 

Y2 cup sweet butter 

1 cup sugar 

2 large eggs 

Y4 cup sour cream 

1% cups sweetened coconut, 
lightly packed 

2 cups flour 

14 teaspoon salt 

Y2 teaspoon baking soda

In a bowl cream the butter until 
it is light and fluffy.

There is a 
Northern version, made with 
brown sugar, which originated in 
Cape Cod, but the more familiar 
form is Southern. This was made 
with deep, strong molasses, 
which was measured from its 
jug not in cups or spoons, but in 
"plops" or “blurps.” Since Her- 
mits improve with age, they were 


made in huge batches for stor- 
ing and traveling. As with all 
early cookies, the ingredients 
varied with the availability of 
provisions; nuts depended on 
the region and time of the year, 
fruits were represented by rais- 
ins, dates, citron, or currants. 


Ingredients 


125 cups flour 

7e teaspoon double-acting 
baking powder 

7e teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

14 teaspoon cloves 

14 teaspoon mace 

14 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon allspice 

Y» cup sweet butter 

Ye cup sugar 

1 large egg 

1^ cup dark molasses 

25 cup raisins, chopped 

25 cup walnuts, chopped 


Method 


Sift together the flour, baking 
powder, baking soda, cinnamon, 
cloves, mace, salt, and allspice. 
In a bowl cream the butter until 
it is light and gradually beat in 
the sugar. Add the egg and beat 
well. Add the molasses. Add the 
flour mixture, raisins, and nuts. 
Mix well. 

Spread the batter evenly in a 
greased 8-by-12-inch baking pan 
with sides and bake in a pre- 
heated 350? oven for 20-25 min- 
utes, or until firm. 

Let cool slightly and cut into 16 
rectangles. Cool completely, 
then wrap tightly in plastic and 
store 24 hours before serving. 


Rocks a 


Early cookie recipes relied on 
brown sugar, molasses, and 
maple sugar, which were the 
least expensive sweeteners. 
White sugar was reserved for 
weddings, christenings, and 
other special occasions. Brown 
sugar-based Rocks have sur- 
vived for generations despite 
their uninviting name. They must 
owe such popularity to their de- 
lightful taste. 


Ingredients 


Y2 cup lard 

1? cup sweet butter 

112 cups dark brown sugar, 
lightly packed 

2 large eggs 

212 cups flour 

1 teaspoon double-acting 
baking powder 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

Y2 teaspoon cloves 

72 teaspoon salt 

1 cup raisins 


Method 


Cream the lard and butter to- 
gether in a bowl until they are 
light. Gradually beat in the sug- 
ar, removing any lumps with 
your fingers. Beat the mixture 
until it is fluffy. 

Beat in the eggs, one at a time, 
beating well after each addition. 
Sift together the flour, baking 
powder, cinnamon, cloves, and 
salt and add to the creamed mix- 
ture with the raisins. 

Drop the batter by rounded tea- 
spoons onto 2 greased baking 
sheets. Bake in a preheated 
350? oven for 12-15 minutes. 
Transfer to a rack and cool. 
Makes about 3 dozen cookies.

Everything is easy and low key, from 
the good food and iced white wine to the 
musical murmuring of the fast-flowing 
kill outside.

His wife, a designer too, collaborates 
with her husband occasionally and plans 
to open her own shop in the near future. 
Together with their 4-year-old son, Gra- 
ham, they spend most weekends, summer 
and winter, in Connecticut at their pains- 
takingly renovated forge, guest house, 
and caretaker's cottage. The 40-foot liv- 
ing room is a perfect space for collecting 
friends of any number, and the old Shak- 
er table, right, makes a fitting setting for 
favorite buffets. “We prefer to serve food 
from a buffet," says Virginia Saladino, 
*and allow people to sit wherever they 
please, inside or outside. A few times a 
year we'll be formal enough to assign 
places. Sometimes we move the buffet 
to the kitchen and use the lip-topped 
Formica island for serving. John is the 
artistic one, and he usually sets the table, 
putting together china and pottery we've 
gathered on frequent sorties to local an- 
tiques shops and auctions. I like to plan 
food where others can join in and help 
me; it doesn't disturb me in the least to 
have people in the kitchen. In fact, I pre- 
fer it to being isolated there. I like barbe- 
cues, which John does so well. He has 
great fun with marinades and is always 
experimenting with new blends for flav- 
oring chicken and meat.

The Saladinos’ spacious kitchen is warm and inviting. Old wood boards are used for counter, cupboards, : 
and floor; utensils and drying herbs hang from rafters. Formica island gives more space for cooking. 4 


The living room, left above and below, is the site 
of the original blacksmith’s shop where horses 
were brought to be shod. The seating designed by 
John Saladino is terra-cotta leather in winter, 
slipcovered in putty-white mattress ticking in the 
summer. The 6-foot-square dining table, left above 
and right, is another Saladino design, lacquered 
barn red. It is slipcovered for the summer, too, 
and rolls out on casters for easy placing. Above it 
hang two Chinese baskets inverted as lampshades. 


The kitchen, above, is renovated with open shelves 
for storage. A butcher’s iron meat rack is used for 
hanging kitchen utensils. Formica island has lipped 
Sides to raise for serving. Outside the kitchen 
window, herbs flourish for easy picking: lemon 
balm, marjoram, thyme, basil. Vegetables are 
grown in raised beds surrounded by railroad ties. 
Arugula, which is the Saladinos’ favorite salad 
green, is constantly replanted and Graham’s own 
corn natch lovingly tended. 


House & Garden 


Virginia and John Saladino pre- 
pare ahead for their easygoing 
barbecue (see previous pages). 
Meats are marinated in ad- 
vance; lamb in the refrigerator 
overnight, chicken and steak 
for two hours or so on the kitch- 
en counter. John Saladino cooks 
his mixed grill in stages, start- 
ing with the lamb, which takes 
about 35 minutes. He gradually 
adds chicken (about 25 minutes) 
and steaks (about 7 minutes on 
each side for those who like 
them medium rare). Virginia 
Saladino makes her gazpacho 
the day ahead and stores it in 
the refrigerator. The fragrant 
herb bread can be made ahead 
and frozen. The Sambuca ama- 
retti parfaits, which are served 
frozen, can be made several 
days in advance. 


Gazpacho 


Ingredients 


34 cup onions, finely chopped 

34 teaspoon garlic, minced 

1% cups green pepper, finely 
chopped 

212 cups tomatoes, peeled, 
seeded, and diced 

215 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon paprika 

1»? teaspoon sugar 

14 teaspoon black pepper, 
freshly ground 

15 cup olive oil 

12 cup lemon juice

12 cup cucumber, peeled and

Method 


In a very large bowl combine 
the onions, garlic, green pepper, 
tomatoes, salt, paprika, sugar, 
and black pepper.

Place chicken breasts in a shal- 
low pan. Season both sides with 
the lemon juice, garlic powder, 
lemon balm, salt and pepper to 
taste.

When charcoal grilling, rub 
chicken breasts with the lemon 
zest. During the last 5 minutes 
of cooking, put thin slices of 
lemon on top.

(From John Saladino’s father-in-

2 shell steaks, about 112 -inches

1 teaspoon hickory-smoked 
salt 


Method 


Put steaks in a shallow pan. Pour 
the Madeira or red wine over and 
season with the herbs and salt. 
Marinate for 2 hours out of re- 
frigerator, or overnight in the 
refrigerator. 

Grill for 7 minutes on each side, 
then check for doneness. 


Fried Green 
Tomatoes 


(“This is based on memories of 
my grandmother Perdue’s 
breakfast treat, made when 
there were too many tomatoes 
in a cluster to ripen success- 
fully in the garden.")

6 green tomatoes, sliced into 
1 - to 17» -inch-thick rounds 

1 cup flour seasoned with salt,

bacon drippings or oil 


Method 


Dip sliced tomatoes in seasoned 
flour and fry in the bacon fat for 
a few minutes on each side 
until browned but not mushy. 
Serves 6. 


Dill Bread 


Ingredients 


2 packages (2 tablespoons) 
yeast 

1 cup warm water 

4 tablespoons sugar 

2 cups creamed cottage cheese 

2 tablespoons butter, softened 

2 eggs, lightly beaten 

2 tablespoons dried onion flakes 
or 4 tablespoons fresh onion, 
chopped 

4 tablespoons dill seed 

2 teaspoons salt 

12 teaspoon baking soda 

5 cups flour 


Method 


In a small bowl, proof the yeast 
in the warm water and add 1 
tablespoon of the sugar. Set 
aside. 

Heat the cottage cheese in a 
saucepan to lukewarm; then put 
in a large bowl. Add the butter, 
eggs, onions, dill seed, the re- 
maining sugar, salt, baking soda, 
and the yeast mixture. Mix well. 
Add the flour to make a stiff 
dough—it may not take all of 
the flour. Let rise in the bowl 
until doubled in bulk. 

Stir down, and turn into 3 9-by-5- 
inch greased loaf pans. Let rise 
again about 40-50 minutes. 
Bake for about 50 minutes in a 
preheated 350? oven. To test 
doneness, turn out one loaf and 
rap it on the bottom. If thorough- 
ly baked, it will make an unmis- 
takable hollow "thunk." Serve 
bread fresh, or freeze. 


Sambuca Amaretti 
Parfaits 


(This recipe uses two imported 
Italian delicacies: Sambuca, an 
anise-licorice liqueur, and ama- 
retti, the delicate almond-fla- 
vored macaroons you can buy 
ready-made in gourmet food 
shops.) 


Ingredients 

4 large eggs 

1 cup sugar 

Y» cup water 

75 cup Sambuca or anisette 
liqueur 

2 cups heavy cream, whipped 

2 cups amaretti or macaroons, 
crumbled 


Method 


In a large bowl, beat the eggs 
well. In a heavy saucepan boil 
the sugar and water together 
until it reaches the soft ball 
stage (230?). 

Pour the syrup in a steady 
stream into the eggs, beating 
furiously. Transfer to a heavy 
saucepan and cook over me- 
dium heat, stirring, for 5 minutes 
or until thick. Do not boil. Set 
custard on ice until thick. 

Add the Sambuca or anisette 
and beat in the whipped cream. 
Fold in the amaretti or maca- 
roons. Freeze in individual dish- 
es or 1 large serving bowl for 4 
hours. Can be made 3 to 4 days 
ahead and kept frozen. Serves 8.

Benne Wafers 


Another venerable American 
cookie is the Benne Wafer. 
Benne, the wild form of sesame 
seed, was carried to the South 
by African slaves who believed 
that it brought good luck. Un- 
sweetened benne crackers and 
round, glazed benne cookies 
were both made, but this flat 
cookie from Charleston is more 
usual. 


Ingredients 


| 


1⁄2 cup sesame seeds 

2 tablespoons sweet butter 
¥% cup light brown sugar 

1 large egg, beaten 

scant 1⁄2 cup flour 

14 teaspoon salt 


Method 


Stir the sesame seeds in a heavy 
pan over moderate heat until 
they are lightly browned. Re- 
move from heat, add the butter 
and sugar, and beat vigorously. 
Let cool 3 minutes. 


Vigorously beat in the egg, then 
the flour and salt. 


Drop by teaspoons onto a large 
cookie sheet covered with foil, 
leaving room between cookies 
for spreading. Bake in a pre- 
heated 350? oven for about 10 
minutes or until the edges begin 
to brown. 


Slip foil and cookies off baking 
sheet and cool completely. 
Gently peel off foil. Makes about 
20 cookies. 


Snickerdoodles 


The puffy characters most often 
listed in cookbooks as Snicker- 
doodles also bear the titles of 
Snipdoodles and Schnecken 
Noodles. Often fruits and nuts 
were included in the batter, but 
the more common recipe pro- 
duces a lovely, rich, plain cookie. 


Ingredients 


34 stick sweet butter 
Ye cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 large egg

Arrange the balls about 2 inches 
apart, sugared side up, on a 
greased cookie sheet and bake 
them in a preheated 350? oven 
for 10-15 minutes, or until they 
are set but not brown. Transfer 
to a rack to cool. Serve when 
freshly baked. Makes about 26 
cookies. 


Brambles 


Leftover pastry dough was the 
inspiration for these cookies, 
really turnovers, curiously 
dubbed Briars or Brambles. 


Ingredients for the pastry 


1% cups flour 

15 cup lard, cut in small pieces 

5 tablespoons butter, cut in 
small pieces 

Y teaspoon salt 

1 large egg mixed with enough 
ice water to total 15 cup liquid 


Method for pastry 


Combine the flour, shortening, 
and salt in a bowl and cut with a 
pastry blender until the mixture 
forms tiny particles resembling 
oatmeal. 


Tossing with a fork, incorporate 
the liquid thoroughly. Form into 
a ball, wrap in plastic and re- 
frigerate for at least 1 hour. 


Ingredients for the filling and 
assembly 


1 scant cup raisins, finely 
chopped 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 teaspoons lemon zest, grated 

l2 cup sugar 

1 large egg, beaten 

heavy cream 

sugar 


Method for the filling 


Combine raisins, lemon juice 
and zest, sugar, and the egg in a 
heavy saucepan and stir con- 
stantly over low heat for about 5 
minutes, or until the sugar dis- 
solves and the egg thickens the 
mixture. Pour into a bowl and 
cool. 


Method for assembling 
Brambles 

Roll out the dough on a floured 
board to form a rectangle about 
14 by 11 inches. Cut into 12 
squares. 


Divide the filling among the 
squares, spreading it along one 
triangular side and leaving a 12- 
inch margin around edges. 
Moisten the edges of the 
squares with water, fold the 
dough over the filling to form 
triangles, press the edges firmly 
together and seal them with the 
tines of a fork. 


Trim edges. Brush Brambles 
with heavy cream, and sprinkle 
with sugar. Bake on a greased 
cookie sheet in a preheated 
400? oven for 20-25 minutes, or 
until browned. Let cool. Makes 
12 cookies. 


Crinkles 


Crinkles, Snickerdoodle's sis- 
ters, are especially simple to 
prepare. Their fine, light texture 
and attractive crinkly surface 
make them appealing tea cook- 
ies. 


Ingredients 


Y2 cup sweet butter 

34 cup sugar 

1 large egg 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 tablespoon lemon zest, grated 

1% cups flour 

14 teaspoon salt 

7e teaspoon double-acting 
baking powder 

14 teaspoon baking soda 


Method 


Cream the butter in a bowl until 
it is very light. Gradually beat in 
V2 cup sugar. Add the egg, lem- 
on juice and zest, and beat well. 


Sift together the flour, salt, bak- 
ing powder, and baking soda. 
Add to the creamed mixture. 


Refrigerate the dough, covered, 
for at least 1 hour. Take tea- 
spoons of the dough, roll it be- 
tween the palms to make neat 
balls, and dip one side of the ball 
in the reserved sugar.

KitchenAid 


People say it's the best. 
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There is only one way, according 
to highly competent Swedish au- 
thorities, to drink schnapps, and 
I will give you the low-down on 
that presently. But to tackle a more 
basic problem first: Just what are 
schnapps, and a subsidiary ques- 
tion, how do you spell it or them? 

Schnapps are flavored spirits 
consumed knowingly and ritualisti- 
cally by the Dutch, Germans, 
Slavs, and Scandinavians (in Scan- 
dinavia, schnapps are also known 
as aquavit or akavit). However, the 
rest of the drinking world imbibes 
schnapps inadvertently in the form 
of neat gin, vodka, tequila, sake, 
and alcohols that, by many an- 
other name, taste just as good and 
produce remarkably similar effects. 

As to spelling, the Scandinavians 
make it “Snaps,” the Germans, 
Swiss, and Dutch, “Schnapps,” and 
the French "Schnappes." The Ital- 
ians ignore the whole thing. 

In Sweden, under the midnight 
sun, one drinks aquavit at all 
times, but during August it is con- 
sidered almost heretical not to eat 
krüftor (crayfish) with it. This 
preferably is done outdoors or 
on a veranda decorated with paper 
lanterns. The veranda is a really 
vital bit of the setting if you want 
to partake properly. Some of those 
old summer hotels in the Catskills 
or the White Mountains would 
make a perfect backdrop for an 
American schnapps party. 

The one thing you must not for- 
get, before you tip glass after tiny 
glass of this lethal liquid down 
your throat, is to look your fellow 
imbibers deep in the eye and say 
“skal” (pronounced skol) as sol- 
emnly as the number of drinks you

Drinks based on schnapps in- 


clude a Schlichte Kick— passion 
fruit juice (25), aquavit (V3), the 
juice of a lime, ice, stir, and pour.

A quick cold drink of white spirits, schnapps 
goes by many other names — 
gin, vodka, tequila, and aquavit among them

have had permits. Then you are 
supposed to down the glass at a 
gulp. “Skäl” has a variety of mean- 
ings—“your health,” “welcome.” 
It can express togetherness, start a 
flirtation, or say that you are hav- 
ing a marvelous time. 

A Swedish brand of aquavit is 
Overste; a Norwegian, Loytens; 
and a Danish, Aalborg. According 
to one Danish authority, Henning 
Kirkeby, “Schnapps should not be 
left exposed to light on the side- 
board; it is better to drink it,” and 
drink it the Scandinavians do. The 
three million Norwegians, for in- 
stance, consume about a quart of 
it per person per year. 

The raw material for schnapps is 
primarily grain or potatoes. There 
was a good deal of resistance to 
using potatoes at first, in the 1600s. 
Scottish Puritans opposed them be- 
cause potatoes were not mentioned 
in the Bible. The Swiss claimed 
they were not “what God gave man 
to eat” and forbade distilling them; 
most Swiss schnapps are still fruit 
alcohols. Germans, on the other 
hand, looking for ersatz, not only 
made schnapps but described “how 
to produce various sorts of cheeses 
and butters by use of the so-called 
potatoes, and how to make an 
agreeable coffee from them”! The 
French, with a surplus of wines, 
would not allow distilling from 
grain. The Danes were afraid of 
schnapps because they were sup- 
posed to have too potent an effect 
on human fertility. All these prob- 
lems have fortunately been over- 
come. 

Basically, schnapps are pure 
spirits, variously flavored, and 
taken in small glasses. A possible 
origin for the word may be the 


16th-century definition of “snap,” 
to drink quickly or a “hasty mouth- 
ful.” In France, aniseed became 
the most popular flavor in Louis 
XIV’s time, and has remained so 
to this day, but meantime French- 
men endured experimentation with 
cinnamon, cloves, jasmine, and 
musk roses, among others, al- 
though pepper, juniper, and ginger 
were forbidden as flavoring on the 
grounds of being “drugs not suit- 
able to the human body.” 

In the Netherlands, the spirits 
were flavored with aniseed and 
caraway, gradually giving way 
about 1700 to juniper berries. The 
result was called "genever," the 
Dutch word for juniper. But the 
British, who pronounce "genever" 
like Geneva, managed first to make 
the drink into a Swiss product, 
which was very confusing, then 
shortened it to gin for convenience 
sake. So gin is a schnapps, too. In 
Denmark, caraway has been the 
traditional flavoring herb, as it is 
in the rest of Scandinavia and Ger- 
many. Finland used to supply most 
of the caraway, since the herb 
grew wild there. The Germans 
seem to like cumin almost as well. 

In German, schnapps seems to 
mean simply a "quickie" drink of 
spirits, no matter of what kind, in- 
cluding whiskey. There they like 
to drink one fast schnapps and 
follow it with one or more slow 
beers. The real schnapps expert 
can drink these two beverages at 
the same time, holding both beer 
stein and schnapps glass in one 
hand so that the schnapps flows 
gently and evenly into the beer as 
they drink. It is quite a feat. 

Some of the German schnapps 
include: Bommerlunder, caraway 


flavored and made from a 200- 
year-old recipe; Doornkaat, malty 
but not strongly flavored; Schink- 
enhager and Steinhager, with a 
juniper taste. Steinhager is bottled 
in handsome traditional stoneware 
bottles. The Germans also like 
fruit alcohols—Himbeergeist (the 
ghost of raspberries), Birnengeist 
(ditto for pears), and Kirschwasser 
(literally, “cherry water"). 

Moving east, the Austrian 
schnapps are called Obstler, again 
fruit alcohols made of apples, apri- 
cots, and cherries. The custom 
there is to chase the schnapps with 
wine. In the Balkans, plum bran- 
dies, usually called slivovitz (sli- 
vovica in Yugoslavia, slibovitza in 
Rumania), are the favorite. Hun- 
garians like Barack, apricot bran- 
dy, for their hasty mouthful. The 
same types of fruit brandies are 
also made in France and Switzer- 
land. Alcohols made from fruit 
with stones, like peaches, apricots, 
plums, and cherries, have the 
crushed kernels included in the 
fruit juice, all fermented and twice 
distilled to produce the schnapps. 
This gives a piquant bitter tang to 
the water-white liquor. 

The Swiss, by the way, used to 
use schnapps as a disinfectant to 
rub on wounds and to massage 
torn muscles. In some of the coun- 
try’s mountain farms this is still the 
case. And all those little casks the 
St. Bernard dogs used to carry 
around their necks to revive failed 
mountaineers held schnapps, not 
brandy as the myth has it. 

The Dutch, besides calling their 
schnapps by the famous Bols or 
Locomotif brand names, like some 
brands with rather livelier names, 
hinting what excess schnapps- 
drinking might lead to: "Naked 
Navel,” "Lift your Skirt," and 
"Consolation for Bitter Suffering" 
are samples. 

In many countries, local people 
like to make their own schnapps, 
which is not legal but very easy, or 
to flavor their own legally made 
supplies. The variety of schnapps 
can be infinitely extended by add- 
ing herbs and spices to taste. Any 
brand of aquavit or vodka, or even 
gin, can be used. The herbs should 
be fresh, though not wet, and in 
plentiful quantities. But they 
should not be left to infuse too 
long. Some take a day or two, 
others several months; you have to 
find out which by trial and error. 
Tasting is the trial part! 

Here are some tips, however, on 
herbs to use. St.-John’s-wort (hy- 
pericum perforatum) buds and 
freshly opened flowers will turn 
your aquavit ruby red in a day or 
two. Leave it for a couple of weeks, 
and add alcohol if the flavor is too 
strong. Woodruff flowers, on the 
other hand, give you a bright green

drink; the color fades, however, 
with storage. Infusion should not 
be more than a few days. Cran- 
berries are another flavoring. The 
alcohol takes on a faintly orange 
tinge and a slightly acrid flavor. At 
least two months are required for 
their taste to invade the alcohol. 
Elder flowers have an ancient tra- 
dition of mystery and magic. Their 
scent will keep trolls from your 
door as well as insects. Infused in 
spirits for several months, elder 
flowers impart a light flavor that 
can be rounded off by adding a bit 
of lemon juice. 

Schnapps should accompany 
food and are usually taken with 
cold dishes like patés, sausage, 
roast beef, meat loaf, cheese, 
shrimp, herring, and bread and 
butter, or a smorgasbord. Mostly 
people like schnapps very cold, in 
fact icy. One way to get schnapps 
icy is to put the bottle into a con- 
tainer filled with water, and put 
this in your freezer so that the 
bottle is encased with ice. To serve, 
simply dip the outside container in 
hot water for a moment, and slide 
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it off. The iced bottle is spectacular. 

In Copenhagen’s Tivoli Gar- 
dens, Danes celebrate the begin- 
ning of summer with shrimp, beer, 
and a glass of Aalborg schnapps. 
They like the spirit to be cold. But 
this is a personal matter. Some pre- 
fer it at room temperature, and the 
flavor certainly changes with the 
temperature. Sometimes in winter 
it is even set by the fire to warm up. 

Schnapps can be used in cook- 
ing, too. Swedish meatballs with 
aquavit added to the sauce have 
a nicely unusual taste. Or try 
schnapps added simply to ham- 
burgers, not flambéed, just before 
taking the meat out of the pan. Or 
add to guacamole (traditionally 
tequila is used, but other spirits 
will give a new taste dimension). 

Schnapps are not only what the 
French call a digestif, good for re- 
sisting crise de foie and other ail- 
ments, but also a potent pick-me- 
up, capable of relaxing even the 
formal Europeans and turning 
them into the most convivial of 
companions. Delightful for parties, 
small or large. B

month the room will be ready. 
Once the decorating scheme is ap- 
proved, the hard work begins: 
turning all those well-laid plans 
into a room for someone to live in. 
For every single item in each 
room, a separate worksheet must 
be filled out, listing every conceiv- 
able detail. A sofa, for instance: 
“Carr sofa, 8'0", 3 loose seat cush- 
ions, 100% down, tight-back, 
shirred skirt, self-welts. Two 22" 
shirred corner pillows w/contrast 
welts. Fabric: Rose Cummings 
"Jaffrey Room" chintz, brown. 
50" wide, 28" repeat. Center flow- 
ers on cushion. Scotchgard." The 
worksheet is keyed to the furniture 
plan and given a route number by 
which this sofa will be known until 
it arrives in the apartment for the 
final installation of the room. 
Specifics decided, a secretary 
telephones the upholsterer for 
yardage and price estimates; the 
fabric house to reserve the re- 
quired amount; the Scotchgard 
people for their price estimate. De- 
tails are entered on the worksheet, 
and the worksheet put, along with 
all the others—for carpentry, 


painting, antiques, rugs, furniture 
to be built, everything—into a big 
three-ring job book that becomes 
increasingly fat as the job pro- 
gresses. All information and prices 
gathered, the secretary begins typ- 
ing estimates for the client to sign. 
The client must approve and sign 
a separate estimate for each item 
before it is ordered. “There are 
several advantages to this system: 
First, the client is forced to ex- 
amine all the details before sign- 
ing; she knows she's getting the 
best of everything, and there are 
no great shocks at the end. Second, 
if something is not approved, it can 
be removed from the stack and re- 
placed without a lot of retyping. 
Last, since the client must go 
through a pile of estimates some- 
times 3 inches deep, reading the 
price of each item as she goes, the 
total price at the bottom of the 
stack doesn't come as such a blow: 
She really sees where her money is 
going." When the signed estimates 
come in, together with a check for 
half the total, everyone rejoices 
and purchasing begins. 

First to be scheduled is the con- 
struction work (see page 108), 
then the painters arrive, followed 
closely by the floor finishers (see 
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The nuts and bolts of decorating involves ordering, reordering, 
supervising, checking, orchestrating everything down to the light bulbs 


details of wall glazing further on). 
Last, windows are washed in prep- 
aration for shades, curtains, and 
the furniture installation. Plans for 
furniture designed by Parish-Had- 
ley are sent to the cabinetmakers 
and refinishers; throughout the 
process the designers and work- 
men collaborate closely. And all 
the time the room is being readied, 
back at the office the mammoth 
task of purchasing is taking place. 

Every step that involves a sepa- 
rate dealer must have a separate 
purchase order. For the sofa, for 
example, one purchase order is 
sent to the fabric house, with in- 
structions to ship the fabric to the 
Scotchgard people; another goes to 
the Scotchgarders, with instruc- 
tions to send the treated fabric 
along to the upholsterer; the third 
goes to the upholsterer, alerting 
him that fabric is coming, giving 
all the design details, and instruct- 
ing him to ship the finished sofa to 
the apartment for installation. The 
identical information is typed on 
charge sheets, which the account- 
ing department checks against in- 
coming bills from workrooms and 
dealers, so the client will be prop- 
erly billed at the end of the job. It’s 
during all this purchasing that 
snags are hit: The rug design is 
cancelled and must suddenly be re- 
placed. Fabrics come in the wrong 
color. “A popular word in the fab- 
ric industry is 'discontinued'— 
sometimes entire schemes must be 
rethought in midstream. There are 
dock strikes when you are expect- 
ing something from England, and 
transport strikes when you need a 
lot of deliveries quickly. The elec- 
trician's union goes on strike, or 
the lumber doesn't come on time. 
And the client often doesn't realize 
that she would pay the same prices 
even if she went through all this 
torture herself." 

The design team constantly 
visits the workrooms, checking, 
making sure pillows are fat 
enough, working out problems and 
details. The client can be as in- 
volved as she likes. She can see 
things as they are being built, con- 
sult about the curtains-in-progress, 
shop with Mrs. Parish for acces- 
sories. Often the client finds some- 
thing on her own, and she and 
Mrs. Parish go off to see it togeth- 
er. When the tastes of two differ- 
ent people are involved, however, 
one must expect an occasional 
moment of disagreement. "People 
say 'I don't want Sister to do my 
house because she'l take out all 
my knickknacks.' " says Mrs. Par- 
ish. “Well, they're right. You're 
just going to have to get rid of the 
wedding-present-china-rabbit and 
the teddy in the corner of the arm- 
chair. They're not cute anymore. 
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All too often I hear ‘Oh, it's beau- 
tiful, but it’s not for me.’ But it is 
for you. You're not a bride any- 
more, you're a sophisticated wom- 
an. Once a client begins to see that 
she has been living in leftover self- 
images that are no longer appro- 
priate, she really does start to 
grow, to realize she is worth all 
we're going through." The other 
great decorator-client obstacle is 
indecision: "beyond a doubt the 
worst enemy of creativity. It's a 
matter of trust," says Mrs. Parish. 
"We have gone through a great 
deal of thought and planning, 
yards and yards of fabrics, stores 
full of furniture—and we're obvi- 
ously not going to send something 
inferior. We realize that we are 
creating something important—a 
place for people to live. We are not 
whimsical about it. When the 
client realizes this, she understands 
that although she may not be quite 
sure of a certain side chair right 
now, it has a point, and the point 
will be apparent when the room is 
finished, when she lives in it, sees 
how smoothly it functions. Often 
during the process the client begins 
to doubt herself, gets cold feet. It's 
hard for the unpracticed eye to 
imagine the finished product. The 
decorator supports, reassures—be- 
cause we know the room is going 
to be sensational." 

Installation is a four-day festi- 
val of packages arriving, wrap- 
pings removed, furniture and rugs 
placed according to the floor plan, 
the whole office pitching in to help. 
Then Mrs. Parish comes and 
makes it perfect, with a final burst 
of creativity that makes the room 
look as if it's been there forever, 
waiting to be lived in. "We need a 
lacquer box under the white ta- 
ble," she'll say, “a throw for the 
other sofa . . ." Her eye is uner- 
ring: a plant, a vase, a surprise. 
Things the client can't possibly ap- 
prove until she sees them in the 
room. Last, the lamp man comes 
and shortens all the dangling lamp 
cords. And the room is ready. 

“It’s a special moment, walking 
through a finished room with a 
client," says Mrs. Parish. “An im- 
personal space has become a very 
personal room—more personal 
than if the client had ordered every 
item herself from a store, because 
it has all been made expressly for 
her, and she has been part of every 
step along the way. When you're 
that much involved in a room, the 
room is yours." 

Is that the end? “Not at all," 
says Mrs. Parish. “A client who 
has experienced the personal 
growth that comes with decorat- 
ing will no doubt continue to grow 
—and so will the room. Chairs will 
be angled so they're more comfort- 


able; objects will be added. Pic- 
tures and plants will find their way 
in. And over the years, some of the 
furniture or fabrics might be re- 
placed. Change is an accompani- 
ment of growth." And, to para- 
phrase a now-famous quotation, 
"Growth is the only indication of 
life."

Classical turn-of-the-century trim 
of its neighbors, this unattributed 
gem features cusped horseshoe 
arches, pierced mosque screens, 
polychrome textured stone, and a 
staggered group of minaret porch- 
es for calling the Union Square 
faithful to prayer. There is a sim- 
ilar Islamic fagade and lobby at 
City Center on West 56th Street, 
and further uptown, at Amster- 
dam Avenue and 186th Street, 
don’t miss the 1928 Main Building 
of Yeshiva University. Designed 
by Charles Meyers, this copper, 
brass, and limestone extravaganza 
features two minarets and enough 
polychrome Persian tiles to make 
George IV sick with envy. It’s 
easily the most exotic schoolhouse 
in Manhattan. 

In Brooklyn, be sure to stop in 
at the Brooklyn Museum. On the 
fourth floor, you'll find all that's 
left of the magnificent John D. 
Rockefeller house, formerly at 4 
West 54th. Though the house was 
built much earlier, the interior was 
redecorated in 1885. And follow- 
ing a fad of the era, it was given a 
Moorish smoking room to which 
the gentlemen might retire after 
dinner. 


In San Francisco, only two 
blocks from the fashionable bou- 
tiques on Union Street, sits the 
next most exotic house in Califor- 
nia, the Vedanta Society Building. 
It is second only to Hearst's San 
Simeon—which itself is Spanish 
Renaissance with Moorish touch- 
es. Just stand on the corner of 
Webster and Filbert Streets and 
look around. Floating above you 
like an opium dream will be the 
most outlandish building since 


Xanadu. The roof has a Roman- 


esque castellated tower, a double 
Persian onion dome, an octagonal 
Byzantine mosque dome, a Jain 
Indian temple roof with multiple 
onion domes and a Taj Mahal-type 
dome with mushroom cap. In- 
credible! 

Dozens of 19th-century resort 
hotels featured Moorish themes, 
particularly in Saratoga, N.Y. and 
in Florida. The best remaining one 
is the elaborate Tampa Bay Hotel, 
now part of the University of 
Tampa, on Route 41 in the middle

n the 1840s (it later burned), was 


a loose interpretation of the Royal Pavilion at Brighton. 


of Tampa, Fla. Designed by hotel 
specialist J. A. Wood in 1891, the 
Tampa Bay features endless porti- 
coes of delicately cusped arches, 
doubled onion domes on drums 
that go up, up, and up some more, 
and marvelous polychrome brick 
construction. The interiors are col- 
legiate spartan now, but they were 
once the most lavish in the U.S. 
Happily, the University knows pre- 
cisely what it has, and is preserv- 
ing it from the ravages of time and 
youthful exuberance. 

Of course there are hundreds 
more. The Islamic Style spread 
over Europe and England as much 
as America, in both architecture 
and interior decoration, for over a 
century. Some of these buildings 
are silly. Some of them are overly 
stuffy and pompous . . . and still 
silly. Which is worse. But some 
are magnificent works of art, 
memorable not only as survivors 
of a quirky Victorian fad, but also 
as important decorative monu- 
ments in their own right. And the 
best of them—Longwood, Mark 
Twain's home, Olana, the Tampa 
Bay Hotel—are priceless national 
treasures. Go visit any one of them 
when you get the chance. You'll 
learn something. And you'll smile 
and enjoy yourself and laugh a bit.

sine brought on by travel, women’s 
magazines, and Julia Child—all 
these factors have convinced peo- 
ple that time spent in the kitchen is 
time well spent. And new appli- 
ances—machines that knead bread 
dough and make peanut butter, 
yogurt, ice cream—take the drudg- 
ery out of home production of 
items that have been, since the 40s, 
traditionally store-bought. 

While the enlargement of home 
entertainment possibilities is keep- 
ing families home more and bring- 
ing them closer together, it is also 
providing the possibility of each 
parent and child creating his or 
her own environment within the 
family community. Feminism, per- 
haps more than anything else, has 
reinforced the importance of the 
individual. First, the doctrine was 
that women were prisoners of the 
home and had to seek expression 
and fulfillment outside the home. 
and stop defining themselves in 
terms of husband and offspring. 

As the movement has mellowed, 
however, women have found that 
it is possible to have a career and 
a personality and a family. And it 
is important that, within the home, 
not only the woman but the man 
and the children have privacy and 
the means of self-expression. So 
the basement workshop consisting 
of one toolbox and a bench has 
now, perhaps, become an elabor- 
ately outfitted dark-room. The 
sewing machine in the corner has 
become a potting shed in the yard. 
The children may have an “apart- 
ment” of their own, where they 
can entertain their friends or sim- 
ply bask in solitude. 

What the  back-to-the-home 
movement boils down to, really. 
is not so much a turning away 
from society as a tangible expres- 
sion of the enlightened self-interest 
that is making us better able to 
cope with society. Having a good 
home environment is one way of 
deriving strength to deal with the 
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larger environment. A good home 
is, at this point, a symbol of what 
amounts to a national mania for 
self-improvement. In the publish- 
ing business, "self-help" is practi- 
cally synonymous with  "best- 
seller.” We all want to perfect 
ourselves, physically and psycho- 
logically. 

Which brings us back to The 
Home as an extension-of-self. The 
concept hasn't changed. It has 
just gotten bigger. Just as our 
opportunities for  self-improve- 
ment have expanded (from exer- 
cise to est), the alternatives for 
home-improvement have multi- 
plied and become more flexible. 
"Rights" and “wrongs” in home 
decorating, as in clothes, have 
blurred to "what's right for me." 
The de-emphasis on clothes has 
shifted fashion consciousness to 
ones immediate surroundings. 
"Women realize now," says de- 
signer Robert Denning, "that it 
isn't necessary to compete through 
their clothes. They can compete on 
their own." 

And along with the disinterest 
in clothes (or the shift from high- 
to low-key dressing) has come a 
passionate effort to improve what's 
under the clothes. A home gym- 
nasium seems a better investment 
than a fur coat. More practical. 
Longer-range benefits. And you 
don't have to schlepp to the health 
club three times a week. You can 
stay home—for a change. Ni

tiques than one could possibly vis- 
it in a day. The majority are two- 
story white shops lining streets 
filled with trees. Most people, men 
and women, no matter the age, are 
wearing jeans and most everyone 
is in good shape. The Daisy, an 
outdoor sandwich and salad lunch 
place on Rodeo, and the Brighton 
Coffee Shop, a few blocks over. 
seem to attract girl watchers to 
their comfortable ringside seats. 
Some men say that there are more 
sexy girls in Beverly Hills than any- 
where else in the world. The girls 
work on it. All this goes on be- 
tween Wilshire and Santa Monica 
Boulevards. Residential Beverly 
Hills begins at Santa Monica and 
runs up to Sunset and the Beverly 
Hills Hotel. This is where the kind 
of house scouting called *Movie 
Star Houses" begins. Not as low- 
brow and much more fun than 
you'd think. One of the best Gray 
Sightseeing Tours takes you 
through the shady residential 
streets of Beverly Hills pointing 
out what stars live where. What's 
remarkable is that almost every 
house is completely different from 
the one next door. An Elizabethan 
thatch cottage sits next to a house 
that got its inspiration from a Poly- 
nesian restaurant. Next to it is a 
house with a Greek Revival porch 
and beyond there is a precise copy 
of a Queen Anne brick house. The 
only ground rules in this architec- 
tural jamboree are the number of 
stories and the earthquake stan- 
dards. 

Tim Vreeland, a local architect 
and professor who came from the 
East several years ago, made a tour 
of Universal Studios one day and 
found on a back lot an entire re- 
creation of a street in some attrac- 
tive small town. On closer exami- 
nation, it was, house for house, a 
particular block in Beverly Hills 
where everybody had built his own 
mad fantasy house independent of 
what was going on next door. To 
each his own stage set, his own 
fantasy. What's hard to tell is 
whether the houses are influenced 
by the movies or the movies influ- 
enced by the houses. What's safe 
to say is that here in Los Angeles 
life-life and movie-life are often in- 
terchangeable.

Mountain andromeda for your 
garden, a cure for thatchy lawns, 
and the right way 


to plant container-grown shrubs 


Going native 
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Experienced horticulturists and 
landscape architects use native 
plant materials wherever possible. 
This is not chauvinism but simply 
recognition of the fact that plants 
native to the particular area are 
better suited to local conditions 
than those imported from other cli- 
mates. Through generations of 
adaptation, plants develop the abil- 
ity to withstand attacks of local 
insects, diseases, and climatic va- 
garies. Exotics may lack this in- 
born resistance. A good example 
of this is the mountain andromeda, 
Pieris floribunda, native to the Ap- 
palachians and a far more satis- 
factory landscape plant in most 
parts of this country than the bet- 
ter-known P. Japonica, Japanese 
andromeda. Mountain andromeda 
is a rather spready plant that sel- 
dom grows more than 6 feet high, 
with leathery dark green leaves 
and sprays of flowers that resemble 
lily of the valley. It is evergreen 
and hardy into the northernmost 
states and thrives in a woodsy soil 
with a bit of shade. It has no seri- 
ous pests, and the hot, dry sum- 
mers of our eastern seaboard both- 
er it not a bit—in distinct contrast 
to its Japanese cousin. 


No-scratch 
de-thatch 


Thatch is the layer of undecayed 
plant debris that builds up between 
the grass plants in most lawns. It is 
particularly bothersome in lawns 
that do not have the clippings re- 
moved as they are mown. As the 
cut-off grass dries and mats down, 
it forms a layer that sheds water 
like a thatched roof, keeping rain 
or sprinkler water from soaking 
into the earth. A really heavy layer 
of thatch can severely damage a 
lawn. Special dethatching rakes 
and mechanical scratchers can be 
used to remove the layer. How- 
ever, they leave the lawn looking 
ragged and moth-eaten for weeks 
after they are used. Hastening the 


natural process of decay that turns 
the clippings into humus would 
seem to be the ideal way of solving 
the thatch problem, and it is now 
possible to do just that. Thatch- 
away is a culture of microorgan- 
isms that turn dry plant debris into 
humus. Applied as a dry powder, 
it goes to work as soon as it is 
moistened and the temperature 
goes above 40°. When dry or cold, 
the bacteria become dormant, and 
simply wait for the right conditions 
to go to work again. Thatch-away 
is available at nurseries and garden 
shops. If your local supplier 
doesn’t have it, write to Thatch- 
away Manufacturing Co., 90

40207. 


Branching out 
at home 


A plant room should be more than 
a room for plants. Since people 
and plants thrive under pretty 
much the same conditions of heat, 
light, and humidity, it is only nat- 
ural that they should share living 
quarters. Whether or not plants en- 
joy the company of people is an 
open question. There is no doubt, 
however, that people enjoy the 
company of plants—that’s why 
we have them in our houses in the 
first place. But organizing a room 
so that the plants may thrive while 
people enjoy them takes a bit of 
doing. Fortunately for all of us, 
Oldrich Otypka, a professional 
heating and air-conditioning engi- 
neer, is also a connoisseur of house 
plants. His skills have been com- 
bined to create in his own home a 
room for both people and plants, a 
room that works so well he calls it 
“The Room of Delight.” His new 
book of that title (A. S. Barnes, 
$15), tells us how to go about it. 
From construction details to the 
fine points of light and humidity 
requirements, Mr. Otypka leaves 
no question unanswered. His list 
of plants contains many old favor- 
ites and quite a few rarities, with 
exact descriptions, and instructions 
on how to make them feel at home.

He also lists pests and pesticides 
and sources for the plants he de- 
scribes. Browsing through The 
Room of Delight will get any in- 
door gardener off to a flying start 
creating a garden room. 


Putting down roots 


More and more nurseries are grow- 
ing their trees and shrubs in con- 
tainers. This makes handling them 
relatively simple, both for the 
grower and the homeowner who 
does his own planting. Unlike 
freshly dug, balled-and-burlapped 
plants, those grown in containers 
do not have their outer roots 
chopped off when they're moved. 
This is not as much of an advan- 
tage as it might seem, though, since 
roots confined to the soil in a con- 
tainer are forced to grow round 
and round, forming a compact 
mass. Set into the ground, roots 
continue the growth habit devel- 
oped in the container and may 
simply refuse to expand out into 
the surrounding earth. This results 
in stunted growth and a generally 
unhealthy plant. So, whenever you 
set out a container-grown tree or 
shrub, make sure to tease out some 
of the roots into the surrounding 
soil as you backfill. If they won't 
tease, just chop off some of the 
ends with pruning shears to get the 
new growth started outward. 
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Los Angeles 
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J. Paul Getty’s collection of an- 
cient sculpture, European painting, 
and furniture had long since over- 
flowed his various houses, but it 
was only two years ago that he 
built a museum for them, the re- 
creation of a beautiful seaside villa 
in Herculaneum built at the time 
of Christ and lost in the eruption 
of Vesuvius. Marble of every 
color makes the floors rich in pat- 
tern. Walls are painted in geo- 
metric bands of color typical of the 
period. The villa itself wraps 
around a square inner court that 
has a shady porch on all sides. In 
the center there’s a reflecting pool 
lined with classical bronze figures. 
Other pools and a large garden 
court sit to the left of the villa. The 
villa and gardens are worth a trip 
in themselves. It's a reminder of 
how close in climate Italy and Cal- 
ifornia are. Getty’s collections of 
Renaissance and Baroque painting 
are very special and even more so 
when one realizes that one man 
collected it all. The museum has 
been so successful that one must 
call ahead to see if there is parking 
on a particular day. 

The museum sits high on a cliff 
above the Pacific Coast highway 
and from the moment you leave its 
gates, more double takes. Here is 
the backdrop for every television 
series needing a: beach community 
and some hills behind. The place 
screams of Steve McQueen and 
motor-bike scrambling. The focus 
of Malibu is the Malibu colony 
where many movie stars have bun- 
galows tucked in front of a private 
road that runs next to the beach. 
Unless you have a friend who lives 
there to invite you, what you see 
from the road is a door and a 2- 
car garage. There are no large, 
porched, 25-room, shingle cottages 
typical of Atlantic resorts. 

L.A. imagery—signs, palms, 
motels, swimming pools and pool 
furniture, beach umbrellas, one- 
story houses with glass walls and 
glass sliding doors—seen in the 
work of the artists who have a feel 
for its ephemeral quality—-was the 
best guide I found. David Hock- 
ney and Edward Ruscha in partic- 
ular. They were also good for tips 
on what to see other than “es- 


sences”—unexpected places to eat. 
———— 


Restaurants 


———————— 
When you visit Margo Leavin’s 
gallery, ask about a restaurant 
called the Steakpit, on Melrose. 
She says it has only a few tables, 
an unlisted phone number, and 
does the most perfect steaks with 
perfect salads. David Hockney 
goes to Musso and Frank’s on Hol- 
lywood Boulevard for fresh vege- 
tables and fresh fish. Ed Ruscha 
goes to Oblath’s Cafe behind Par- 
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amount for a sandwich at lunch- 
time. He says Lucy’s El Adobe 
Cafe on Melrose in Hollywood has 
good enchiladas rancheros. Sidney 
Felsen likes Cyrano’s on Sunset. 
For some tastes, the French restau- 
rants of Beverly Hills tend to gild 
the lily. I found some remarkable 
exceptions. The Foyer de France 
in Westwood is a French restau- 
rant arranged serve-yourself cafe- 
teria style so that a spectacular 
lunch or dinner is about $5 per 
person. The Bistro in Beverly Hills 
has a French name, but has a menu 
and an atmosphere more like “21,” 
wonderful simple food: fresh vege- 
tables served cold with vinaigrette, 
excellent salads, perfect broiled 
meat and fish, a good boula-boula, 
tiny cheese soufflées. 

Two attractive Chinese restau- 
rants are the Mandarin and Mr. 
Chow’s, right near each other in 
Beverly Hills. The Mandarin is a 
sister to the famous restaurant in 
San Francisco and serves delicious, 
unusual mandarin Chinese delica- 
cies in a stunning atmosphere. Mr. 
Chow’s restaurant is hung with cir- 
cular stretched canvases by Rich- 
ard Smith. They float overhead like 
black and white kites with tassels. 
The rest of the place is Art Deco 
with mirror and smoked glass, 
bentwood chairs, and chrome. The 
food is spicy and free-form in 
its Chineseness. Order the sea- 
weed along with everything else 
—it’s actually lightly fried col- 
lard greens. David Hockney has 
done a portrait of Mr. Chow, 
given away in postcard form. The 
top half of the postcard says 
“Mr. Chow, L.A.,” designed by 
Ed Ruscha. 

There are three outstanding 
places for salads. Le Restaurant, 
Melrose Place, serves what they 
call “crudités” as a first course, but 
it could make a meal. Grated car- 
rots, grated celery root with may- 
onnaise, mushrooms vinaigrette, 
endive salad—all in little portions 
grouped around cucumber in 
cream sauce in the center of the 
plate. The Beverly Hills Hotel’s 
Polo Lounge has several excellent 
salads. I like the chopped salad 
which has everything including 
cheese, avocado, bacon, and chick- 
en in it. Ask them to leave out the 
beets, a trick learned from Ed- 
mond Bory of Fauchon, who tried 
and mentally adapted, all the salads 
when he stayed there. The La Scala 
Boutique in Beverly Hills is the in- 
formal part of La Scala restaurant 
and its chopped salad is delicious: 
garbanzo beans, salami, mozzarel- 
la, their dressing on very, very 
fresh lettuce of three sorts, Boston, 
iceberg, and romaine. It gets 
chopped by a big butcher knife on 
a special butcher-block table be- 
hind the bar. You can order salads 
to take out. What a good idea to 
take one on the plane as you're 
leaving the one and only L.A. E

dent replied: 'Young lady, you go 
home and don't get into this. But 
in the end I had my samples, took 
them down to New Jersey under 
my arm, moved some furniture out 
of our house into the room in the 
shack, and put up a sign outside: 
Mrs. Henry Parish II, Decorator. 
With the furniture and samples in 
it, the room looked sweet, and be- 
fore New Year's everything was 
signed up. I went to meet Harry 
at the train and took him to see 
the place. He said: ‘What is this?’ 
I said: ‘I’m in business.’ ” 

“On the very next day, I landed 
what was possibly the biggest job 
I ever had at Far Hills—for friends 
of the family who probably just 
didn't want to have to go to New 
York. But perhaps it was also 
partly that they had seen what I 
had done in my own house. I had 
furnished it with black ebony 
pieces—made in Paris for the 
Parish family’s New York house 
(on the site of what is now Ben- 
del's)—which I had painted white. 
We had an Aubusson carpet to go 
with the furniture; I had made cur- 
tains out of white mattress ticking; 
I had mirrored half the living 
room, and painted the floors with 
red squares on white . . . I don't 
know what was said behind my 
back—but we know it was said. 
However, my ideas caught on. I 
was successfully launched on my 
career, and that was that—until 
World War II. Harry served four 
years in the Navy; I followed him 
to various naval bases with our 
three children and gave up the 
shop. 

"When the war was over, I 
started to think I was very old, 
and that my only future lay with 
the young. So I joined a New York 
firm. But after a year and a half 
it seemed to me that I was bringing 
in most of their business, so I left 
and set up my own New York 
office on East 69th Street." 

Historically, probably the most 
interesting of her clients were Mr. 
and Mrs. John F. Kennedy, with 
whom Mrs. Parish was closely as- 
sociated even before they moved 
into the White House. Once there, 
however, they changed its whole 
concept: Thereafter the house 
would function not only as a 
national monument, but as a place 
where a family could live. Mrs. 
Parish conceived the idea of an 
upstairs kitchen and dining room, 
installed a nursery, and redesigned 
all the private and entertaining 
rooms. She also decorated the Oval 
Room (see page 115), which re- 
mains one of the most beautiful 


rooms of all time. 

For its sheer technical virtuosity, 
perhaps her work for the late 
Charles Engelhard in South Africa 
constitutes the most remarkable 
of her professional achievements. 
Once again, the story is best told 
in her own words... "I was to fly 
to South Africa to case the joint, 
and do the job later from New 
York. After a 31-hour flight—it 
was before the days of jets—I ar- 
rived and found a letter saying that 
the plans had been changed and I 
was to do a ballroom and gardens 
as well as all the rest. It was mid- 
night, but I called the architect 
anyway, and asked him to meet 
me at 7 the next morning. We 
walked through the house sepa- 
rately, each making mental notes, 
then met again that evening for 
dinner, suggestions and sketches 
in hand, full of ideas. I then spent 
three hours with Mr. Engelhard; 
the rest was up to me. Then I flew 
to London, where I made all my 
blueprints. I planned every room 
from top to bottom, right down to 
the china, glass, pillows, and ash- 
trays—in ten days. Everything was 
eventually sent off in one ship- 
ment to South Africa. And the 
entire installation—ballroom, li- 
brary, gardens, and all—was com- 
pleted within five months.” 

But ultimately more telling than 
any individual assignment, how- 
ever historically illustrious or 
brilliantly carried out, has been 
Mrs. Parish’s record of decades 
of everyday professional work su- 
perbly well done, and her unfailing 
gift for recognizing and making 
admirable use of new ideas and 
fresh trends. In the art of decorat- 
ing, as in any comparable art, there 
is nothing totally new under the 
sun. Revivals inaugurate them- 
selves without human assistance, 
and original ideas are born, year 
after year, like dragonflies in a 
pond, emerging unnoticed until 
one or two people with a keen 
naturalists eye happen to spot 
them unfolding on a reed or mak- 
ing their first flight in the sun. Mrs. 
Parish has that kind of eye and 
something else besides. Exception- 
ally acquisitive, she is also excep- 
tionally inventive with whatever 
she acquires; so much so that it is 
hard indeed to refuse to her, of all 
contemporary decorators, credit 
for a succession of relatively re- 
cent so-called “firsts”: Baskets, 
wicker, knitted blankets, Early 
American and American Indian 
craftwork, African-inspired fab- 
rics, colored ceilings, painted 
floors, handwoven Irish rugs—the 
list has no end. And one's delight 
in her acumen is, if anything, only 
enhanced when one learns from 


her otherwise scrupulously discreet 
partner, Albert Hadley, that she 
will occasionally ask him almost 
testily, on hearing that someone 
else has caught on to an idea that 
she had rather thought of as her 
personal property: "But how on 
earth did it get out?" 

A prime reason for Parish-Had- 
ley's success lies in the exception- 
ally easy and happy relationship 
between the two partners. Of Al- 
bert Hadley, Mrs. Parish says un- 
hesitatingly: "He is not only the 
best decorator, he is my best 
friend. When he first came to see 
me, he said: ‘I suppose you want 
me to be your assistant, as Billy 
Baldwin was to Ruby Ross Wood?' 
But that wasn't quite the idea, and 
after a month of working together 
I knew we had a good partnership. 
Though our tastes are alike, he 
works differently. Everyone nowa- 
days has this constant tape-mea- 
sure thing with them that they 
call a scale ruler. Personally I 
don't even know how to set an 
alarm clock. But Albert and I 
work together perfectly. I respect 
his knowledge, and he respects my 
lack of knowledge." 

Mrs. Parish's way of putting 
herself down is astringent and re- 
freshing. It is probably true that 
as decorator she proceeds more 
than most by instinct. But her 
"lack of knowledge" requires a 
very wide interpretation indeed: 
and three of her friends in particu- 
lar are well qualified to provide it. 

One is a former pupil and assis- 
tant, the Boston decorator Bil 
Hodgins. “I came to Parish-Had. 
ley from the Parsons School," he 
recalls, “but Mrs. Parish and Al 
bert Hadley really trained me 
Mrs. Parish can enter an empty 
room and know immediately 
where everything should go. She 
has an extraordinary awareness o 
space, a voluptuous sense of color 
shape, and scale, and an instinctive 
perception of her feminine clients 
innermost, unspoken wishes. Sht 
has more happy husbands thai 
anyone else in the decorating pro 
fession.” 

A second undoubted authority 
Billy Baldwin, says: “Through al 
the years, Sister has done—stil 
does—by far the most attractive 
seductive, comfortable, luxuriou 
bedrooms of any decorator i 
America." 

The third member of the trio i 
Diana Vreeland. "Sister Parish, 
in Mrs. Vreeland's words, "is 
product of what was considere: 
the best in the America of he 
youth. She believes firmly in th 
most civilized standards of tha 
time: comfortable surrounding: 
happy children, women as wive 
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and mothers, husbands at ease in 
their homes. Today she is a rare 
Romantic, living—and thriving— 
on the standards of her inherited 
world. Her energy is phenomenal. 
She will take off at raidnight from 
New York to Maine, alone in a 
station wagon packed with toys for 
grandchildren and cushions and 
throws and rugs, and start to work 
as soon as she arrives. Nothing 
stops her; she takes everything in 
her stride. One morning in January 
—it was snowing in New York—I 
happened to telephone her at Dark 
Harbor. She said: ‘It’s such a glori- 
ous day here that I am out on a 
chaise longue surrounded by dan- 
delions.’ Knowing her preoccupa- 
tions, I couldn’t help telling her: 
‘Sister, this time you have gone 
too far; you can’t pull that on me.’ 
But a couple of days later I re- 
ceived an envelope from her in the 
mail with some wilted dandelions 
in it.” 


“Sister Parish is a marvelous 
friend in need," Mrs. Vreeland 
continues. “She is a real pro— 
probably anyone has to have a 
touch of good old-fashioned ruth- 
lessness to cope with the competi- 
tive world of today. But she isn’t 
a social dynamo. When she enter- 
tains, she holds back and lets the 
guests take over. She sits silent and 
demure behind the tea tray; but 
her eyes have a telltale gleam, and 
she misses nothing. She has been, 
and still is, tremendously copied: 
in her sense of comfort, her ‘apple- 
sauce for supper and don’t dress’. 
It could be a bit dreary in others, 
but in her it is cheerful and au- 
thentic. Sister has gone it alone all 
her life, and made the very best of 
it. She is one of the bravest women 
I have known.” 

Set a character to catch a char- 
acter; the result may be a thumb- 
nail sketch more revealing than a 
life-size, full-length portrait. Ni

self-control. "People who feel 
good about themselves feel that 
they are in control, and remain 
calm in the face of threats to self- 
control.” Dr. James O. Stallings, a 
plastic surgeon, notes that patients 
who have had fat removed from 
their thighs or abdomen by sur- 
gery tend not to have problems 
with overweight again—their self- 
esteem is so enhanced that they 
feel good enough about themselves 
to want to maintain their improved 
appearance. 

The other main path to self-con- 
trol seems to lie in prevention rath- 
er than cure. “The secret of self- 
control is anticipation,” believes 
Dr. Herman. “Learning when you 
are approaching the boundary of 
dissipation or lack of control. And 
you can only learn that through 
exposure to the experience of go- 
ing over the top and letting go. 
Self-exhortation—““Now PII be- 
have, Pll be good, I promise," is 
not an effective method. Experi- 
ence is really the key, knowing 
when things are beginning to fall 
apart." Alcoholics are now being 
treated with this in mind—doctors 
are teaching them to perceive 
themselves as getting to a danger 
point before it happens, and there- 
fore avoiding disaster. 

Another useful thought is to re- 
member that even if you do go over 
the top—eat too much, lose your 
temper, run from responsibility— 
it is not going to be the end of the 
world. All is not lost. “Do not 
think that once you have passed 
the threshold you have set for 
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yourself, then all hell breaks loose," 
advises Dr. Herman. “That way of 
thinking is very destructive to your 
self-esteem as well as to your be- 
havior.” 

There is no doubt that a power- 
ful personal discipline, involving 
will power or restraint, can help 
people live more fulfilled lives. 
There is probably no better exam- 
ple of this than actress Katharine 
Hepburn, whose long life and ca- 
reer bear witness to her self-de- 
termination, rigorous integrity, 
and indomitable spirit. When 
asked about codes of conduct, she 
answered, very simply, “Discipline 
is totally necessary to the human 
animal.” 

How much of this discipline can 
be inculcated in childhood is not 
yet known. A study group at Stan- 
ford is looking at how children 
learn to defer their pleasures, and 
how they develop their capacity to 
say no to something they want— 
but very little of the research is 
conclusive. 

For most adults, at any rate, the 
self-control mechanism is appar- 
ently present all the time, and sim- 
ply functions or not according to 
the situations we find ourselves in. 
Dr. Herman thinks that perhaps 
one day we will be able to call on 
that elusive mechanism at will, just 
as people are now understanding 
enough of how the body works to 
make physical changes with bio- 
feedback training. “However,” he 
admits, “we are behaviorally, in 
many respects, far behind our 
bodies.” But that’s hardly surpris- 
ing. After all, what could be more 
complicated than human  be- 
havior? Ni
